Such of his Subjects as he moſt di- 
{truſted '( for he had no longer any 
Apprehenſion from Strangers ) were 


ſome Grandees, and Governours of | 
the Places of Andalouſta, and of Caſtile, | 
who had been of D. Sancho's Party. | 
Wherefore -he began to make ſure of | 
their Perſons; and after having put | 
them to Death, he causd not only. 
their Caſtles to be raz'd, but moſt of | 


the ſtrong Places of Span; reſerving 
to himſelt only ſuch as ſeem'd to him 
moſt neceſlary for his own ſecurity ; 
wherein he put ſuch men as were

lace, upon pain of Death ; imagining 
that after the People had thus laid _

addict themſelves to Agriculture, his 
Government would be much more ab- 


ſolute, and much more quiet. 
But the poor Prince was much mi- 


ſtaken, for not being then curb'd by 


| any fear, he abandon'd himſelf to all 
manner of Irregularitics' and Diſſolu- 


_ according as I have been told by 
Spaniſh Biſhops, and other perſons wor- 
thy of Credit, of whom I made enqui- 
ry, during my abode in that Country : 
So far as that he made no difficulty to 
put the worthieſt perſons of all his 
Kingdom to Death, that he might have 
his Pleaſure with their Wives and 
Daughters. So looſe a Lite occaſion'd 
an Univerſal Diſorder : For as Kings are 
look'd upon by their Subjects as the 
Models by which they ought to ſquare 
all their Actions ; and that, indeed, 
they ſeldom fail to imitate their Ver- 
tues, and {till more their Vices: The 
bad Example of ' this Prince paſs'd on 
to the People, who would needs equal 
him in Wickedneſs and Libertiniſm ; 
inſfomuch that we need not wonder ar 
the puniſhmentGod inflicted upon them. 
Rodrigo being ſtill young, either out

ſo to divert herſelf upon the Warter. 
Her Attendants, without making over | 
much Reflection upon what they did, | 
did not divert her from the Deſign. 
The Marriners made ready the Ship, all 
her Company were eager to go with her 
on board, and inthe merry pin they all 
were; they did not mind that they 
diſtanc'd themſelves a little too far 
from the Land , whither they did not 
trouble their Heads about returning, 
whileit was in their Power. In the mean

She had Wit 
enough to perceive that the Kings 
Courtſhip did not at all tend to her 
own Honour, nor to that of her Fa- 
mily, fince that it, doubtleſs, only 
aim'd at Raviſhing her of it; and ſhe 
had Virtue enough to receive his fond- 
neſſes with much indifference and Mo-

Now for the more eaſfie effecting of 
this his purpoſe, he made ſeveral new 
Regulations in his Court : Among other 
things, he order'd that when he ſhould 
cat with his Queen, none but the La- 
dies of the Palace ſhould ferve at Table, 
and requird them to be dreſsd finer 
than ordinary on ſuch days.

' The Count'D. Fulian having, brought 
this Letter-from Almanzor to Muca, it 
gave him great fatisfaftion: And in 
purſuance -of the Emperours Orders, 
he made a ſmall Body. of fix thouſand 
Foot, and ſome few Horſe, which: he 
put under the command of a very brave 
man, call'd Tariff Abenriet, of the City 
of Damys ; whom he enjoyn'd .with 
Count Julian to paſs the Streighs, which 
the Spanzards call of Fercules*, and 
which after this was call'd by this great 
Captain Febulfath. 

* They had noſooner landed, and cho- 
ſen a place fit for the Encampment of 
their Troops according as they came 
aſhore, but that Count Fuliay's Relati- 
ons and Friends came to join them, 
with a great number of their Vaſſals, 
whom they had cauſed toRevolt.

tice of the deſcent of the Moors 
into Spain, with Captain Tariff, and 
Count Julian his Enemy ; and that, 
after having over-run all Andaloufia, 
they were return'd with many Slaves; 
was not ſo anxious for what they had 
newly done, as for the apprehenſion 0 
the Jong -and dangerous War ; with 
which he ſaw himſelf threatned ; it be 
ing eaſie to judge that Tariff had 
not made that tryal, to ſtop there. 

He knew Count Fulian to be a Mar 
of Wit and Execution, of Courage, anc 
a through knowledge of War, a Na 
ral Spantard, that knew the ſtate of hi 
Afairs, knew the Country, had ther: 

many 


He King Rodrigo having had no-| 
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many Adherents, nay , and Places, 
wherein he could enter and go out as 
often as he pleasd. He. caſily per- 
| ceivd, but too late, the fault he had 

committed, in loſing, tor a moments 
Pleaſure, a man of ſuch importance, 
and in giving him to his Enemies. He 
made reflexion upon the bad poſture of 
his Kingdom, ſince he had difarm'd his 
Subjects, and causd all the ſtrong 


Places to be demoliſhr. He conſidered 


that the long Peace which Spain had 
enjoy'd, was the occaſion that he had 
no Diſciplin'd Troops, and that when 
he had aſſembled an Army, they 
would be only raw men : All this 
plung'd him into fſuricus Diſquiets. 
He ask'd Counſel of all People, and 
found none good. At length, having 
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conſulted an Arch-biſhop, a Relation 


of his, call'd Torrife, and having told 
him the little Money he had to raiſe 
and keep forces on foot; this Arch- 
biſhop perſuaded him to break open a 
Place called the Enchanted Tower, where 
there was faid to be a Treaſure. And 
as thus isa thing very extraordinary, I 
am Willing to inſert here at length 
what the ſame T7orrife told me ; who 


ſhortly after quitted that Kings Party, 
D 4 . to 
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_ this is what he then told me. 
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to come to Count Julian in our Camp ; 
and who could give the beſt account 


of it, as having been prefent when 
D. Rodrigo caus'd it to be open'd. Now 


About a mile from Toledo, between 
ſteep Rocks that lye Eaſt of that great 
City, there was formerly a Tower, of 
a very ancient and very magnificent 
ſtructure, tho a little .endamag'd by 
Time, that conſumes all: Under whoſe 
foundation was a very deep Cave, fſe- 
parated into four different Vaults, | 
acroſs a very narrow Entrance cut 1n 
the Rock, where a great Iron Door had 
been made-up, with a thouſand Locks, 
and as many Bolts: Upon this Door 
there was Greek Characters, that ſeem'd 
rather Cyphers than Letters, and might 
be diverſely interpreted ; but whoſe 
meaning were, ( as thoſe pretended, 
who thought they knew them beſt ) 
that the King that ſhould open this 
Cave, and diſcover all the Wonders 
that were therein, would certainly find 
a great deal of Good and Evil. 

Several Kings before this, had had a 
defire to ſhrift into the truth, of this 
myſtery , 'but whatever Orders they 
had given for that purpoſe, they had 

- 1 , | never 
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never been able to cauſe them to be 
executed. Upon thg opening this 
Door, ſo great a Noiſe was heard, that 
the Earth feem'd to open at the fame 
time under the feet of thoſe that meant 


to enter therein : They were ſeiz'd with Huy. 


ſuch a dread, that moſt of 'em fell ſick 
upon't, ſome dy'd, and no body had 
the Courage to enter further. The 
Door had ſtill been ſhut up more 
ſtrongly than before, and People till 
believd that the time appointed for 
the breaking ſo great an Enchantment 
was not yet come ; but Redrigo's ill 
fate would have it that this fatal ad- 
venture was reſerved for him. He had 
choſen very reſolute men to enter with 
him into that Cave ; but they had not 
cone very far, when the Torches they 
had being extinguiſh'd, the greater part 
fled away, out-of a pannick fear which 
ſeizd them, of a terrible Hobgoblin 
they ſaid they ſaw. The King in great an- 
ger causd other Flambeaux to be light- 
ed which he had caus'd to be made .on 
purpoſe, after a particular manner, that 
ſo the air of the Cave might not put 
them out: With this light he' entred 
the firſt of all, and without ſhewing 
any fear, tho perhaps he was not 
exempt 
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exempt from a little; hardly had he 
gone ſome ſteps, but that he found 
himſelf in a beautiful Room, enrich'd 
with asdelicateSculptures asthoſe we ſee 
in the greateſt Palaces : In the midſt of 
this great Room was a Brazen Statue, 
with a fierce poſture, plac'd upon a Pll- 
lar three Cubits high, holding 1n its 


* Mecmeh. hand a * Battel-Axe, with which it 


ſtruck the Earth from time to time, } 


and fo ſtrongly, that there was reaſon [Ml 


to believe it to. be partly the violent | 
agitation it occaſioned in the air, by | 
the blows it gave, that made the great 
noiſe that was heard at their en- 
trance. | | 
Rodrigo, tho a little ſtartled, did not 
however loſe Courage ; and began to 
conjure this Phantome; telling him, | 


That he did not pretend to commit any 


Diſorder in the place of his abode, and 
that he would go his ways as ſoon as | 
he had ſeen all its Wonders. 

He had no ſooneruttered theſe words, 
but rhe Statue left off beating the Earth. 
The King and his Attendants being 
little encourag'd, moſt carefully viſited 
all the corners of that great Room. 
On the Left hand of the Statue rhey 


7 faw theſe words written on the Wall, 


Unhappy 
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Dnhappy Prince, thy ill Deſtiny hath 
brought thee hither. . Turning to the 
Right, he found nothing better, for 
there was written, 7hou ſhalt be dif- 
poſſeft by foreign Nations, and thy Su 

jefts ſhall be puniſht as well as thee, for 
all their Crimes. Upon the back of 
the Statue was written theſe words in 
Arabick, To my Sauccerrs 5 and upon its 


Breaſt theſe, 7 do my Duty. 


I forgot to ſay thar at the entrance of 
this Room rhere was a kind 'of round 
Fat, like a Bowl; from whence there 


| Hſued a kind of ſpout, whoſe ſurging 


made a hideous murmur. 

After having well conſidered all 
theſe things, and caus'd the Inſcriptions 
of them to be taken in a Table-book ; 
the King went away very much di- 


| ſturb'd, and very peeviſh; and had no 


ſooner turn'd his back, but that the 
Statue fell again to ſtriking the ground, 
after its uſual manner. The King causd 
this Cave to be ſhut up again more care- 
fully than before, and had-its entrance 
ſtoppA with Earth, that ſo:none thence- 
forward might enter therein, forbid- 
ding all his Attendants to make the 
leaſt mention of this Adventure, by rea- 
ſon of the terrour that ſo ill a prefage 

might 
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might put into all Peoples minds : But 
nevertheleſs is was immediately buzz'd 
about all the Court. 

-* 'The Night following Crys were 
heard, that waywards, like to thoſe 
that People make when they are fight- 
ing; and after a Clap, that made a 
mighty hurly burly, this old Tower 
ſunk; and all people were amazed 
the next day to find no more footſteps 
of it, than if all they had feen before 
had been only a Dream. 

The King having aſſembled the Wiſe 
"men of his Kingdom, to demand of 
them the Explication of all he had ſeen : 
They found that the Brazen Statue, 
with its perpetual motion, ſignifyed | 
Time, that was oblig'd never to ſtop, 
as was noted by the Inſcription it had 
upon its Breaſt. 'That that which was 
on the Back fignifyed, that in the ſe- 
= of time, Spain fhould be conquered 
by the Arabians : That of the Walls 
preſaged, The lofs of his Kingdom, and 
a great Calamity of all his People : And 
- that above the Door, Zhe gre#* Evils 
the Conquered would ſuffer, and the 
great benefits the Viftors would thence 
derjve. 
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Such an Explication gave no little 
anxiety .to-Rodrigo, and to ſuch of his 
People as heard it. They all lift up 
their Eyes' to, Heaven, well ſeeing that 
it was from God alone that they could 
hope for any ſuccours. For tho they 
had news that Tariff and Count Julian 
were rettirned into 4frica, this was hot 
capable of re-aſſuring the King againſt 
ſo_ many..intimations of the anger, of 
Heaven. Whereupon he began to or- 
der the re-eredting all the Fortificatibns 
he had caus'd to be demoliſh'd ; and 
had  Proeldmition + made througtioud 
his Kingdom, ; that-the People ſhapld 
take up: again the Arms he had for- 
bidden,: and exercize. themſelves there- 
in, as before. ; He refoly'd alſo to-quit 
Toledo, and -go make his reſidence. at 
Cordvua ; that ſo; he might be_nearer 
the place, from -whehce apparently. all 
the miſchief was to: come, and thereto 
apply 'Remedies the more eaſily. 
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CHAP. VIL 


Muca ſends Tariff and Count Ju- 
lian ixto Arabia, t0 give an 
account t0 Almanzor , of the 
fuccefs of the Voyage they had 
made into Spain. 


Mriff Abenriet and Count Fulian 
being returned into Africa, much 
fatisfy'd with their Voyage, were there 
admirably well received by the Vice- 


roy.; and after having among them: 
ſelves concerted the means of effeQing 


their Deſign, it was reſolved, That 
this Captain - and this Count ' thould| 


both go to A/manzor's Court, to com- 
municate to him, and render. him a 
faithful and an exact account of all they 
had done,and of the propitious Diſpoſi- 
tion wherein they had found the People 
of Spain : well perceiving it to be dif- 
ficult by Letters to remove all the 


* Hiriſaf, doubts *, and ſolve all the Difficulties 
Inconve- that might be ſtarted upon an affair of 


NIcACES. 
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ſo great a moment, as the Conqueſt of 
ſo great a Kingdom; and ſhew upon 
Paper, and at a diſtance, ſo great an 
Enterprize, fo eafily as thoſe could do 
it by word of mouth, that had them- 
ſelves conſidered things mere nearly. 
Whereupon having cauſed a Ship to \ 

be fitted out, and having provided 
themſelves with all Neceſfaries *, as * 5:r,,, 
well for their Subſiſtance, as for their Martial 
g Safety ; after having weather'd a furi- _ 
$ ous Storm, they at kength arrived hap- 
ptly in Arabia, where having preſented 
themſelves to Almazxzor, he receiv'd 
them as well as they could wiſh, and 
had them lodg'd and treated with all 
their Train, and all the Souldiers they 
had brought along with them. Tariff * 
in 2 few days after his arrival, had a 
long audience of Almaxzer ; in which, 
after having given him an account of all 
he had done for his ſervice, he promis'd 
him, 'That if he would do him the ho- 
nour to ſend him back into Spatr, and 
rely upon him for the Conqueſt of fo 
great a Country, he would ſubdue it 
in 4 little time to his Obedience. The 
Confidence with which this great Cap-- 
tain ſpoke, had ſo mnch power over 
Almanzor's mind, that he ons 
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ly causd his Council to aflemble, with 


it, ſtill more particularly to examine all 


the Difficulties thar might be met with 
in ſo great an Enterprize, and all the 
means he proposd to bring it about, 
Whereupon, this affair having been apj- 


tated with mature deliberation, - and 


accordingly reported to the Emperour, 
and debated anew again in'his preſence, 
At laſt the Coriqueſt of Spain'wwas re- 
folvd on, and the rumour of the De- 
claration of War againſt. the King Doy 
Rodrigo ſpread immediately throughout 
the whole extent of the Calzph's Empire. 
Tariff, Who had already exerted his 
Valour, as well as his Conduct, in other 
occaſions, wherem he had acquir'd 4 
manzor's eſteem, and that of all the Ara- 
bians ;. knowing the Country better 
than any man, and having. entred into 
{tri Engagements. with Count J«/zas, 
it would have been both injuſtice and 
imprudence to have taken from him 
the Command of the Army : For which 
reaſon he was at the ſame time nomi- 
nated General, and theſe are the Let- 
ters Patents that were iflued. out to that 
Qtent.

his Dominions. 


Odrigo being fdejected, as I have 
newly GE at this firſt loſs, knew 
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not. w at courſe. to take to hinder the 


progreſs of the Enemies, and with what- 
ever hopes thoſe of his Coundll and 
Court wapld needs flatter him, he was 
not capable of receiving any Conſolati- 


on, ſo tyll had his Hrarpbors of anxiety 
or Bee » and. pre-paſiefs'd with 


r; . He was not wanting how- 
ever to uſe all. poſſible Diligence, and 
omitted. nothing of what he thought 
could help to free him out of ſo great a 
danger, . for he was but too ſenſible, 
that he it was, particularly, that lo 
horrible a Tempeſt threatned. 

Wherefore © ual 'd the Troops he 
had levy'd in all 8 Provinces of his 


Kingdom to. advance from. all party 
an 
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and gave them a general Rendezvouze 


at Cordona, where of late he kept his 


Court; that ſo he might ſend them 
from thence to ſuch places as ſhould 
need them, and be the readier to take 
ſuch courſes as his occafions. ſhould re- 
quire. 

His Orders were ſo well Executed, 
that in a little time his Army was found 
to be fourſcore thouſand Foot, and 
twenty thouſand Horſe ; all of 'em 
People huddled indeed together, and 
by of 'em without Arms and Expe- 
rience, He gave them for their Gene- 
ral the Arch-biſhop D. Oppas, his very 
near Relation ; whom he ſent before 
with thirty thouſand Foot, and fix 
thouſand Horſe, to try Fortnne 'once 
again againſt Tariff, and endeavour to 
take the Count D. Fulzan, imagining, 
that as he had the Secret and Conduct 


_ of this Enterprize, it was, doubtleſs,

the moſt compendious way to put an 
In the mean while freſh reinforce- 
ments came every minute to Tariff, 
Muca causd the two Armies that were 
left behind in Africa, to file daily .into 
O9paiy, as well that which Fiza had 
brought from Arabia, as that which 
Prince 
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Prince Mahomet Gilhair had brought 
from 7awis - But as they came by little 

and little, and ſeparately, it could not 
otherwiſe be but that there muſt be 

ſome Diſorder. Tarif, to preyent the 

being ſurprizd in the hurry of Land- 

ing, and-to draw his Troops up in Bat- 

tel array,accordingly as they deſcended 

from their Ships, refolv'd to take more 
ground, and a little farther in the 
Country to chooſe a place ſufficiently 
ſpacious for the Encampment of his 

whole Army, and in ſecurity wait the 
coming of D. Rodrigo: Wherefore he 
advanc'd as far as the River which the 

Arabs call * Guidalete , AC the ſame « Tis the 
time that the Archbiſhop D. Oppas came River cal- 
thither, and fent to propoſe to him. a 4Guide: 
Truce for eight days, to give the two 
Armiestime to recover themſelvesafter 

the fatigues of the March. The Arch- 
biſhop, who doubtleſs was not inform'd 
of the ſtate of the Enemies Army, ima- 

gin'd this Truce would turn to his ad- 
vantage, by giving his own time to + 
encreaſe. But in the mean while, all 

thoſe Troops that Tariff had caus'd to 

file off, according as they landed, being 
- come, they made up Sixty Thouſand 


Foot, and Ten Thouſand Horſe, at rhe 
T reVIew 
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review he made of them after the Truce 
wasexpir'd. Oppas perceiving th fault 

he had committed, and fearing that 

the King would reproach him with 

having given the Enemies time to join 

all their Forces, and fortify their Camp, 

he reſolv'd to give them Battel withour 

any farther delay. The reinforcement 

he had receiv'd,join'd with what he had 

before, made not up above Forty 'Thou- 

ſand Men: Yet was he not wanting 

with theſe to puſh the Moors ſo vigo- 
roufly, that Tariff was conſtrain'd to res 
tire, after having loſt Three Thouſand' 
Foot, and about Five Hundred Horſe : 
Whereas the Chriſt:axs loſt no more in 


_ this action, than. Two Thouſand: Foot, 


and Two Hundred Horſe. The Night 
having parted them, Oppas alſo retreat- 
ed into his own Camp, to let: his Soul- 
diers take Breath, before: he renew'd 
the Conflid. The number of the 
Wounded being very great on both" 
ſides, Oppas ſent to propoſe a Truce to 
Tariff, tor three days, which was forth- 
with concluded on between the two 
Generals. Things being in this eſtate, 
the following Night, a Traytor ( for ſo 
he may well be calld, ſince he ſold his 
own Countrey ) ſtole 'out of the Chrifs-

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ans Camp, into that of the Aradts, 
This: Man being the Companion of 
Oppas, and call'd Siebert, went to tell 


Tariff, that the King D. Redrigo's Gene-.

ral, had only demanded this Truce, 


that he might ſurprize him that Night, 
and. put him by that means the more 
ealaly, to rout. Tariff affording Cres 
dence to this notice, upon the account 
of the. eminent Quality of the perſon 
that brought it, (tho if'was an impo- 
ſture, as. was afterwards verify'd) 
thought it became him to prevent his 
Enemy, and without waiting till he had 
_ put himſelf in a poſture to execute his 
evil} intentions, he made his Souldiers 
ſtand immediately to their Arms, and 
causd them to march direaly to the 
Chrift;ans Camp, where they fell on 
with ſo much impetuoſity, that they 
forced it, put the whole Army to rour, 


took General Oppas, with the Principal 


Officers, Priſoners, and got an ineſti- 
mable Booty, and an infinity of Slaves. 

After this Victory, Tariff made 
great preſents to Siſebert, and retreat- 
ed near to the Guadalette, into the 
Quarters he had before, and which he 
had found very convenient for the Sub- 


ſiſtance of his Army.

MX hearing daily of Zariff great 
.V 1 Victories, began no longer to 
doubt of the Conquelt of Spain, whe- 
ther he inceſſantly ſent reinforcements 
of Souldiers, and Amunitions, and Pro- 
viſions. 

But not being with this contented, 
he reſolv'd te paſs the Sea in perſon, in 
the head of a fourth Army, ſo to ſhare 
in the honour 'of fo fine a Conqueſt. 
Wherefore he left to a Brother of his, 
call'd Iſmael, the Government of 4- 
frica,in his abſence ; and having with all 
poſſible diligence, got together twenty 
thouſand Foot, and fix-thouſand Horſe, 


brave Men, and well appointed ; he 
went 
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went to join Zariff, who was very joy- 
ful. at the thing. 

When it came to be known that the 
Vice-roy had himſelf paſs'd the Streights, 
there paſs'd ſo great a number of Moors, 
being invited by the hopes of pillage, 
that in the review they made of all 
their Troops, they were found to be 
a hundred and fourſcore thouſand Foot, 
and forty thouſand Horſe, beſides an 
infinite number of uſeleſs people that 
are wont toaccompany Armies. 

Redrigo, who then exerted all the

more : And having aſſembled his 
Counci], to fee what Reſolution it be- 
came him to take in ſo great an exigen- 
cy ; they unanimouſly agreed, That 
he could do nothing better than go 
himſelf in the head of his Army, give 
them Batte], rather ſooner than later ; 
and that all the Nobility, Gentry, and 
People of Service in Spain would not 
fail to attend him.

nemies Manners and Religion, that he faidnot 


this to them, to expoſe them alone to

and that he did not believe there to be 
any man that made a difficulty of go- 
ing with his King, when they ſhould 
ſee him refolvd to dye with them, 
and for them. ” 

The Souldiers being encourag'd by 
this diſcourſe, and relolvd to dye for 
their King and Country, having had 
order to march againſt the Enemies, }. 
there happend a remarkable thing, and 
and of an ill augure, which was that 
D. Ramiro, Alfier Major of King Rod- 
rigo; being mounted on Horleback, 
his Horſe gave him fo terrible a all, 
that he dy'd of it, and the 'Launce 
broke in two, to which the Royal 
Standard * was faſten'd. * Halam, 

Thoſe who faw ſo ſudden a * Death, * 4izr, 
were a little terrify'd; but Rodrigo ©'o%iey- 
having given the Colours * to, another, * 244-.

datete, where he encamp'd in fight of 
Tarsff, in a Plain very proper tor the 
J ranging all his Troops in Battalia. - 

The day following, the King ſent 
one of the braveſt men of his Army, 
calld Thedomir, with five hundred 
Horſe, and two hundred Foot, all 
choice men, and well arm'd, to view

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the Enemies. Tariff faild not to de- 
tach out at the ſame time, five hun« 
died Moors, and. three hundred Fulza- 


»i/ts, having in the. head of them 4-} 


braham Abenabis, who began ſo bloody, 
and fo obſtinate a Combat, that it laſt- 
ed from\Three a Clock in the After- 
noon, till Night *, which conſtrained 


-them to/ part, leaving it undecided 


which had the advantage ; the dead 
and wounded being much the ſame on 
both ſides. | 

The King, whoſe heart was puft up 
with the ſucceſs of this Skirmiſh, ha- 
ving held a Council 1n the Evening, 
and propos'd to the principal Officers 
of Iis Army, to give Battel on the 
morrow, it was refolv'd on, and a He- 
rald ſent to ſignify it te Tariff, who 
accemend it. 

It was on the third Wedneſday of the

which began at break of day, and coſt 
both Parties a great deal of Blood : For

Rodrigo was extreamly afflicted for Cr, . 


the Death of Almerique; for he had GG 


that day perform'd Heroick - actions, 
and ſhown he was not only a good 
Souldier, but a great Captain. And 
indeed, he it was alone, that had put 
the Camp of the Moors to diforder ; a- 
mong whom he broke in with ſo muci1 
bravery, that he was kill'd upon the 
ſpot ; and after his death, the Chri/t;as 
Army wanted little of being totally de- 
feated. - 

And indced, Rodrizo found it con- 
venient to go and encamp ſix Leagucs 
trom thence, the more fately to deltbe- 
rate on what he had to do. Whereup- 
on he made his Retreat in the beſt order 


imaginable; by theſe means abandon- - 


ing the Field of Battel to Tariff, who 
on his ſide, causd all the dead, bot!1 
Moors and Chriſtians, tobe buried, tor 
tear the Corruption ot their Bodies 
might occaſion ſome Diſtempers 1in his 
Camp. But as ſoon as he heard Rodr;- 
go was retired, taking his Retreat for a 
flight, he marchd after him with all 
Expedition, and overtook him on the 


Friday following ; when the Conflict * * 


being renew d, it laſted from Noon till © 


Night, which parted them, without 
F } eltncr 
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either parties having the occaſion to 
boaſt of the advantage. What moſt 
afflicted General Tarif, was, that 
Prince Mahomet Gilharr, the King of 
Thunis Son, and Count Fulian, were | 
both dangerouſly - wounded in this 
action, and the later particularly of 
three great wounds. On the other 
ſide, Rodrigo being paul'd by the oppo- 
ſition of the Enemies, found that all he 


had been thitherto able to do, was but 


a ſmall matter, and deſponding of his 
being capable of doing any thing more 
hereafter, :he knew not what to deter- 
mine - upon; and all the courſes pro- 
posd to him, ſeeming to him equally 
bad and dangerous, he choſe rather to 
leave the Deciſion of Fortune to the 
day following, than to wait it any lon- 
ger, having taken a ſtedfaſt reſolution 
to Conquer then or Dye. 

Whereupon having marſhall'd all his 
Forces in the beſt order he could, heled 
them to the Enemies with great vigour, 
and was by them receiv'd with ſo much 
bravery and firmneſs, that there dy 
that day fifteen hundred Foot, and 
two hundred and fifty Horſe, of the 
Chriſtians, and fifteen hundred Moors, 
in all, as well Horſe as Foot. As -

the wounded, on both fides, the num- 
ber of them ſcatter d up and down, 
was ſo great, that rhey were not rec- 


ferr'd till the Wedneſday following, by 
the conſent of both parties, it began 
again at break of day, but not with 
the ſame obſtinacy. For in ſhort, Rod- 
rigo ſeeing his Men Ytagger, threw

All the Chriſtians being thus, or dead, 
or priſoners, or put to flight ; all rhe 
Riches of their Camp, wherein there 
was abundance, became the booty of 
the Conquerours. But Z7arif, without 
ſuffering his Souldiers to trifle away 


their time in plunder, and without al- 


lowing them one days reſt, march'd 
directly to Cordowa, which he took 
without its coſting him one man; and 


encamp'd all his Troops in the neigh- 


bourhood of the Town, in ſuch man- 
ner as he judg'd molt fitting to refre{h

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kond *. The Battel having been de- *

General "Tariff, cauſes ſearch to 
be 'made through all the Coun- 
trey for D. Rodrigo, and pro- 
miſes great rewards to whom. 
ever ſhall deliver him dead or 
alive into his hands. 


Ariff reckon'd for nothing, all 
theſe Battels he had won, ſince 
Rodrigo had eſcap'd him; and did not 
think Spazzx was ever conquerd, un- 
leſs he had him in his hands, For 
which reaſon, he had Proclamation 
made throughout his Army, That 
whoſoever, either Moor or Chriſtian, 
ſhould deliver him up alive, or dead ; 
he would not only grant * him great 
Franchizes aud Exemptions, but where- 
withal to live at his eaſe the reſt of 
his days. The hopes of ſuch great 
Tn, T41NS, 
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g41ns, ſet ſeveral Chriſtians, Moors, and 
Renegadoes, upon the hunt, through- 
out all Andalouſia, to enquireafter the 
King. 

At laſt, fome of them queſting in 
the Mountains and Lands thereabouts, 
at a diftance ſaw a Shepherd in a very 
rich garb, being the ſame that unhap- 
_ Þy Prince was wont to wear. With 

great joy did they run after him to 
catch him, and brought him immedi- 
ately to the General, who having 
causd Count Fulian to come to view 
him, he was found to be a very ſimple 
and ignorant Swain, from whom they 
could hardly get a word, and much 
leſs information of what they were in 
queſt. He told them he knew nothing 
elſe of what they demanded, but that 
as he was keeping his flock upon the 
Mountain where they had taken him, 
he had ſeen coming towards him, up- 
on a Horſe very much tird, and that 
 ſeem'd out of Breath, a man, in the 
Cloaths he at preſent wore, who, with 
a furious voice, and frighttul counte- 
nance, had bid him pull off forthwith 
a Coat lind with Sheep-skin he had 
then on ; that accordingly having ſtrip 
himſelf immediately, he had caus'd 
1 him 
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him to take thoſe fine Cloaths in lieu 
of his own; and that having afterwards 
ask'd him if he had any thing to eat in 
his Scrip, he had given him a little 


_ - Bread he had left. After which, the 


Unknown having taken his Crook , 
commanded him to come ſhew him 
the way ; which he did, putting him 
in a little path that went upwards, 
which he ſaw him mount, till he loſt 
ſight of him. | 
Tariff was not fatisfy'd with this 
News, for after having diſcours'd. the 
People of the Country of the place 
where the Shepherd had ſeen Rodrigo, 
he underſtood he was gone towards 
Caſtile ; infomuch that he loſt hopes 
of finding him, and bent his thoughts 
wholly upon taking all the advantages 
he might derive from his Victory. 
Queen Zahra Beneliaza was at Cor- 
doua, at the taking of that Town ; and 
tho ſhe had time enough, before the 
Defeat of her Husband, to make her 
eſcape into Caſtile, the had not done ſo, 
either that ſhe had been ſurprizd by 
Tariff s Diligence, or for want of Re- 
ſolution, and improving her time; or 
rather, in ſhort, through the ill luck 
thoſe labour under, whom Fortune 
Et pro- 
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proſecutes , who are wont to want 

Council as well as all things. 
Zariff left her in her Palace, without 
ſuffering any ane to enter therein, to 


commit the leaſt Diſorder ; he only 
made ſure of her Perſon as well as the 


Palace : And 'as this great City could 
not be kept without a great number of 
Troops, he thought fitting to leave 


there- Prince Mahomet Gilhair, as well 
for the containing 'em in their Duty, 


| as for the recovering his perfe& health, 


for he was not yet well cur'd of his

Prince of Thunis, and of the Religious 
that had Baptizd him ; ne ſent what 
he had diſcover'd to Tariff, who imme- 
diately gave notice of it to the King of 


Thuns, by a Courier, who carry'd 


him the Proceſs that Adilbar had caus'd 
to be made againſt his Son, leaving it to 


him to decree thereupon, according to 


his good pleaſure. . 

The Proceedings of this General, 
were found very Wiſe, and very Pru-

to his Forces ; conjuring his Souldiers,not

Tariff gave the neceſſary orders for the 
cantaining them in ſubjeion, but tho 

he was teard, and by conſequence 
obeyd; 
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by the Moors. 
obey'd; for that he was very ſevere, 
and did not willingly ſuffer Omiſſions 


in the Executing his Commands; his 


Souldiers ſeeing themſelves in a Land 
of Conqueſt, did not however refrain 
from committing ſome Inſolencies. 

At laſt, at a diſtance he perceiv'd a 
City built upon a Hill, from whence 
one had the Proſpect of the moſt plea- 
fant and moſt fertile Plain imaginable, 
and that had the air of the Terreſtrial 
Paradice.For it was all about ſurrounded 
with little Mounts, full of Trees and 
Springs, and cut by a large and deep 
River, that paſsd in the midſt of 
a great extent of Meadews, all fow'd 
with Flowers.

The Chriſtians had no Cavalry, and 
expected no ſuccours, ſeeing themſelves 
ſhut up on all ſides, 44«xarra attack- 
ing them behind, while 7ar:zf bear 
them before, yet made not any move- 
ment, by which we could perceive 
the 'Extremity they were reduc'd to :

Perſons of Credence, whom they ſent 
inro the Camp with the neceſfary 
Powers. He was a man of Wit and 
Learning, and very Expert and know- 
ing in affairs He was very kindly 
receiv'd by 7Tariff, who immediately 
ſtruck up with him in the following 
Conditions : That the Chriftians ſhould 
remain 1n that Country if ſo miaded, 
and ſhould not be moleſted either in 
their Perſons, or Eſtates, or their Con- 
ſciences : That they ſhould not pay any 
other Impoſts, than the Tribute they 
were wont to pay to Chri/tian Kings.

entred the Country, and had been its 
firſt Governour, this little Province 
was from this time call'd by his name.

GAAP. XIL 


The Conqueſis of Muca, and his 
return t0 Cordoua. 


T the ſame time that General 7a- 

riff began his march, to lead his 
Army towards the Ea/* and South, in- 
to the Province of Grezada, as we 
have faid, the Vice-roy Muca went to 
lead his towards the Weſt, into the 
Province which the Natives of the 
Country call Andaluſia, from the 
name of certain People, that formerly 
inhabited it, call'd Vandals. He march'd 
at firſt againſt Carmona, a ſmall Town 
indeed, but well fortify'd ; where .ſe- 
veral Chriſtians bad taken refuge, —_ 
rn ona : 
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all the Burroughs, and all the Vil- 
lages of that Country, which they had 
forſaken at Muca's Approach, and 
where they had ſtor'd themſelves with 
all forts of Ammunition and Proviſions, 
that ſo they might defend themſelves 
as long as poſſible they could. 

The Vice-roy having block'd it up 
on all ſides, the Befieged reſolv'd to 
make a Sally out of the ſtrongeſt of 
their Gates, and with the beſt men 
they had, to ſee if there was any pol- 
ſbility of defeating their Enemies , 
before they had better fortified them- 
ſelves. © | 

Wherefore on the morrow at break 
of day, having. taken Arms, and en- 
courapged one another to do well, they 
attack'd the Moors Camp- with ſo much 
Bravery, and in ſuch good order, that 
they kill'd three hundred of them be- 
fore they could know, and put them- 
ſelves in a poſture of Defence, and re- 
turn'd into the Town, having loſt bur 
five and twenty on their ſide. | 

This ſucceſs having puft up their 
Hearts, they would needs ſee the day 
* 7;ha4a4 following, if Fortune ® would be as fa- 
Zogle, vourable to them. But having found 
Forrune £2© Moors upon their Guard, they were 
try d. received 
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received a little more ſmartly than the 
day before, and conſtrained to return 
into the "Town faſter than they came 
thence. The Moors purſu'd them fo 
cloſely, that the Governour of Carme- 


na tearing that by opening the Gates 
to receive. them, the Enemies would 


enter pell-mell with them, and fo make 


themſelves maſters of the Place; he 


found it more expedient to let the few 


Chriſtians that were without to be loſt, 
than to loſe the Town in endeavouring 
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to ſave them ; and forbid the opening 
to them the Gate, he fſear'd it would 


be no longer in his power to ſhut. 


. The Chriſtians ſeeing; the Reſolution 


their Goyernour had taken, all on 


| the fudden took a very-generous ene ; 
for having all engag'd rather to; dye: 


like Men 'of Courage, than be made 
ſlaves, they fac'd about upon thoſe that 
purſued them, and fighting like Deſpe- 
rate People, killd eight hundred of 
them, and puſh'd on into the midſt of 
Muca's Camp, where they were all 
kill'd ' upon the ſpot, or taken Priſo- 
ners, without ſo much as one of them 
eſcaping. - Muca being very much ens 
rag'd at theſe two bad ſucceſſes, aſſem- 


bled the Principal Officers to hold a 
Council 
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Council of War, wherein it was re- 
ſolvd on the morrow morning to 
make a General attacque. ' The Lad- 
ders were fet up againſt the Walls, and 
the Moors mounted them with great 
Reſolution: On the other ſide, the 
Beleaguer'd defended themſelves with 
great firmneſs, Killing and Topſy-tur- 
vying thoſe that mounted. Among 
others, the Governour of the Place, 
calfd Gals, did then perform Heroick 
AQtons ; for he alone, with two men 
he had with him, defended a whole 
Conrtine, from one Tower to another, 
which he had undertaken to maintain ; 
and with a Croſs-bow, - kilfd or 
wounded for his own part that day 
himfelf alone fourſcore- Moors. This 
Confli& laſted from' Noon till Night, 
and in it the Vice-roy loſt fifteen han- 
dred men; whereas the Befieged, as 
we were afterwards informi'd; loft but: 
three hundred. 

The time and men Muca loſt be- 
fore this Place, made him -refolve, for 
the rendring himſelf maſter of- it, to 
try another way than that of force , 
which he had ſped fo ill in thitherto. 
Whereupon he ſent to ſummons the 
Beſteged to furrender, offering not on- 


ly 
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ly to ſpare their Lives, but to grant 
them , great Priviledges, it they made 
their Compoſition ſooner than later. 
This Propoſal causd the Beſieged to 
open their Eyes, and the Principal of 
them aſſembling to confer with their 
Governour they concluded, that tho 


they ſhould ſtill hold out for a while, 


their * Proviſions would at Jength fail _

them, and their Souldiers would di- 
miniſh ; that all that Province was al- 
moſt ſubdu'd, that they could not cx- 
pet ſuccours from any body , that 
thus ſooner or later they would' be a 


. Prey to: the Victorious: For which 


reaſon, they made anſwer, That they 
were content to open him the Gates of 
theirCity, provided he would ſufter them 
to depart thence with their Wives and 


Children, and all they had of Money, 


Arms and Baggage, and generally all 
things whatever that they could carry 
along with them, whither they pleas'd, 
with full freedom. 
All that they required was granted 
them, bating the Baggage; upon which 
they were told, That they might only 
carry away with them, what they 


could load upon a hundred Waggons, 


with which they were contented. 
| Thus 
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Thus all the Chriſtians departed, and 
went to another City near the Sea,call'd 
His pala in their Tongue, while that 
Maca, aſter having placd a Governour 
there, with ſome Souldiers, for its 
Guard, decamp'd forthwith to march 
towards a very great and populous Ci- 
ty, which the Spanzards in their Tongue 
call Merida. 

In this Town there was a very brave 
Chriftian Governour, and as he Signa- 
lizd himſelf in this Siege, and therein 
perform'd Actions worthy of Praile, 
he well deſerves that I ſhould dwell a 
little longer upon the Relation of his 
Pertormances. '-. 

This Governour, call:d Salara, ſeeing 
the havock made by the Moors Army 
in the Countries where 1t paſsd, causd 
all the Chri/tians in the Neighbourhood 
of Merida to retire into that Town, 
with their Wives and Children, and 
caus'd them.to bring along with them, 
all the Vidtuals there. was in the 
Country ; where having left only what 
could not be remov'd, he himſelf fent 
ſome to burn all the Villages. there- 
abouts, and to make ghavock through- 
out all the Country, that ſo when the 
Moors ſhould come thither, they migh n 


by the Moots. 
find rfothing left. He did not content 
himſelf with this, he causd all the Wa- 
ters to be poyſond, and having em- 
ploy'd all the Peaſants, he caus'd em to 
work upon the Fortifications of the 
Town : He repaird its Walls, its Bat- 
tlements and Parapets: And having 
causd a Review to be made of what 
men' he had in a condition to fight, he 
found 'em five thouſand ſtrong, whem 
he diſtributed into the Towers, and 
other Places he judg'd convenient. 
Things were in this poſture when the 
Vice-roy drew near the Place, and ha- 
ving block'd it up on all ſides, began 
by ſending to Summons Salaru to Sur- 
render, otherwiſe that he would: pur 
all that were 1n it to the Sword. 


But the Governour havins made 


him Anſwer, That he might do as he 
pleasd ; That the Mercy of God was 
greater than his Forces, and that it af- 
torded him more Confidence than all 
his Threatnings gave him Fear. 
 Muca being provok'd at this Reſuſal, 
caus'd all things to be prepar'd for the 
making the Aſſault. The next day 
the Moors being mounted to the Sca- 
lade, were there receivd, and vigo- 
rouſly reputs'd by the Beleaguer'd, by 
H means 
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The Conqueſt of Spain 
means of the creat order, with which 
they ran to tie * reliet of one another 

upon occaſion. The Attack laſted the 
whole day, wherein the Beſiegers loſt 
fix hundred Men, and the Befieged on- 
ly filty ſeven. But the doors veg 
renew'd the fight the next Ong 61 
break of day, that they might afford 
the Beſieged no reſpite it was ſo ob- 
{ftinate and furious, that the Town 
had like to have been taken at unawares. 
The Moors having already got ro the 


top of the Wall, and being rcady ta 


leap into the Town, when that Salare, 
who went to all the places that had 
necd of his Succours, running thither 
juſt in the nick, tumbled them down 

trom the top of the Walls, and by this 
means deliverd Merida, that but for 
him had been now taken z obliging 


the Befiegers to retire with the loſs of 


cight hundred men, whereas he had 
loſt but about three hundred. 

The Vigour the Chri/tiavs had exert- 
cd in theſe two Conflicts, did a little 
cool that of the Vice-roy, who reſolv'd 
to quarter all his Army round the 


place, and ſee.if he could not take it by. 
Famine. Salars having perceiv'd his 
Deſign, made a very exact review of 


all 
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all that was in the Town, that he might 
more duly fee how long his Vidctuals 
could laſt. He found there to be ſeve- 
ral uſeleſs Mouths, in Women, Chil- 
dren, and Old Men, that were paſt

bearing of Arms, and yet conſum'd the 


- Proviſions, that began already to di- 
miniſh, tho there had been as yet but 
thirty days Siege, and that they had 
laid up great ſtores before-hand. He 
alſo faw ir to be impoſfible for him to 
hold out much longer, and not being 
ſtrong enough to ſtir out of the enclo- 
ſure of the Town to fight the Enemies, 
he bethought himſelt of employing 
Stratagem, to endeavour to make them 


raiſe the Siege. Wherefore he ſent 


to Muca, That he was miſtaken, if he 


thought, by Famine, to force him to | 


Surrender':- that he had ſtill Bread 
enough for above ten years; and to 


make good his words, he caus'd a world 
of Baskets full of Loaves, to be thrown - 


from off the Walls. 
This Complement bad like to have 
made Muca run mad, and he made no 


anſwer to it but by a General Aflaulr, 


which laſted a whole day, with grear 
vigour on both fides : for there fell 
above five ' hundred Moors, withour 

TY reckoning 
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reckoning Captain Alicaleyman , who 
was very muci 'wounded, which ex- 
tremely afflicted Muca. It coſt the Be- 
fieged little leſs, who alſo loſt in this 
occaſion four hundred men. But Maca 
having been oblig'd to cauſe the Rerreat 
to be ſounded, by reaſon of the night, 
the next morning he ſent a Trumpeter 
to the Governour, to fignifie to him, 
That he had made an Oath, and ſworn 
by the moſt high God, that it the Be- 
leaguerd delay d Surrendring any lone 
ger, they ſhould after this, all tono pur- 
poſe implore his Mercy. 

Salaru having ſtraitways aſſembled 
the principal men of the Town, gave 
them in a little time a -very exact ac- 
count of the ſtate of the place; and af- 
ter having made them apprehend the 
neceſſity they were in of all things, , and 
the little likelihood he ſaw of being, Re- 
lievd, they all agreed to Surrender, 


| but upon the moſt advantageous Con- 


ditions they could get : Inſomuch that 
they made: lim” anſwer ; - That they, 
would willingly put. the Place into his 
hands, provided he would ſuffer them, 
they, their Wives and Children, with 
their Arms and Baggage, to go to what- 
ever City of the Chriſtians they ſhould 

- pleaſe ;

pleaſe ; that all thoſe that were minded to 
ſtay, ſhould not receive any ill treat- 
ment, nor be confſtrain'd to quit their 
Religion. Maca agrecing to all theſe 
Articles, and having been induc'd to 
Sign *'em, and ſwear in the Name of 
the Caliph his Maſter, never to at 
to the contrary, conceiv'd ſuch an e- 
. ſteem of the Bravery and Fidelity of 
this Governour, and of his ability to 
take his Precautions, that he took a 
Scimitar of great. value he had at his 
Girdle, and himſelf put it on his fide, 
ſaying, That the Valour with which he 
had fav'd his People trom ſo great a 
Danger, merited a thouſand times more 
Honour than he did him. 

Salaru having given him the Keys of 
the Town , where the RifEraff only 
ſtaid, he took all thoſe along with him 
that were minded to tollow him, with 
whom he went on Shipboard, to watt 
ore to the neareſt Iſlands of that Coaſt, 
that he might nor fee the Ruine of his 
Country,and fo ſhelter him! {eif trom the 
ſervitude ® of the 4rav7725, under which + 3.7%, 
he foreſaw that all Spain was going to S-rvizuce. 
be reducd. 

Tho Vice-roy of {rica was over- 
joy'd at the taking of this great U:rv, 

H 3 but 
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but could not ſtay there long, for 
that there was no ſubfiſtance to be got 
out of the Country , that had been 
forſaken by the People, who had all 
taken refuge in the Province, call'd in 
the Spariſh Tongue Caſtile, and had left 
this Country defert. For which reaſon, 
after having put a Garriſon into the 
Place, he causd all his Troops to- 
march towards Hiſpalis, They were 
not gone far, when that his Scouts 
came to give him notice, that the 
world of People that had taken refuge 
there, had occaſion'd ſuch a Contagi- 
on, that the mortality was general. 
This News put a full ſtop to his Ca- 
reer that way ; and the fear he was in 
of cauſing his Army to periſh, made 
him return to Cordoua, to rejoin Tariff, 
who had fignify'd to him, he was al- 
ready on his way from Grenada thither. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP. XIV. 


The Conjunition of the two Gene- . 
rals, and their entrance int 
Caſtle. 


ov 

Heſe two Generals, being return'd 

from their Expedition , after 
having each on his ſide acquir'd much 
Honour ; did for a long while hoſd 
Council what courſe to take, for the 
finiſhing the abſolute Conqueſt of 
S»ain; tor which they had recciv'd pre- 
ciſe *orders from 4/manzor. During 
that time, the Souldiers being put into 
good Quarters, recover'd themſelves 
of the Hardſhips of that War. The 
Officers repair'd their Equipages, which 
fo long a march had ruind; and the 
Commiſſioners not only receivd all . 
the new Proviſions that were come to 


for the Invaſion of Caftile, according Fw ors 
to the reſolution they had taken. chings. 


At laft, the two Armies that now: 
= made 
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made but one Body, being decamp'd 
in the beſt order imaginable, marck'd 
ſmall days journeys, along a great R1- 
ver, which having its courſe towards 
the Setting Sun, croſles that Province ; 
and after having waſh'd the Walls of 
Cordoua , at a great diſtance lower 
falls into the Ocean. Thus ſtill on

rin, tne which the Chriſtians call Betis , and 

we” the Arabs , Algnidalquibir ; the firſt 
Town they found in their Leſt was 
7beda, whoſe Inhabitants broughr 
them their Keys, as not being in a 
poſture of making a Detence. 

Tariff having on pain of Death, 
ſorbydden any entrance into the Town, 
without Expreis order ; or in any wiſe, 
the injuring of People, that had 
thrown themſelves into his Arms, did 
there only leave one Captain Abencorbas, 
with ſome Souldiers, and leiſurely 
march'd to another Town, not three 
miles thence, call'd Bal/e. The. Citi- 
zens ſeeing that if they paus'd at fol- 
lowing the Example of Zbeda, they 
ſhould but Exaſperate the Moors, and 
incur their inevitable ruine, without 
any profit ; they ſent immediately to 
beleech this General, to hinder any 

mit- 
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miſchief from being done them by his 
Souldiers ; and in conſideration of that, 
they would not only ſurrender to him, 
but likewiſe preſent him with all forts 
of Vidtuals and Refreſhments for his 
Troops. 

Tariff very joyfully accepted their 
- offers, and to manifeſt his Clemency 
to them, and the Diſcipline he causd 
his Army to obſerve, having for- 
bidden any one fſoever to enter therein 
without his ordcr, he himfelt, one after 
the other, nominated all thoſe he was 
willing ſhould accompany him thither, 
to the number ot five hundred ; with 
whom alighting, he took a turn round 
the Town, vilited all the Fortifications, 
and left there a Natural African, call d 
Mahomet Abencorba, with 'a pretty 
ſtrong Garriſon, for its Preſervation. 
He fſtaid no longer there than he had 
done at @beda, and purſu'd his way 
Northwards, acrofsa vaſt pile of Moun- 
tains, that ſeparate 4xdalouſta from 
Caſtile, and ſtretch from the Mediter- 
ranean Sea to the Ocean. Thus having 
travers'd twenty miles, or thereabouts, 
they are in breadth, he deſcended into 
the Plains de Is Manche , which the 
Arabs call the Dry Fields * ; where ha- 
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vinggone near ſixty miles without meet- 
ing with any body, all the People ha- 
ving quitted, and being retired into 
the heart of the Country ; he at laſt 
diſcover'd a Town, which ſeem'd very 
beautiful to him, and much ftronger 
than all thoſe he had yet ſeen, and was 


told that it was Toledo, the Metropolis' 


of Caſtile, where the Chriſtian Kings had 
in all times made their abode. Along 
this City paſſes the famous River of 
Tage, which alſo diſembogues into the 
Weſtern Sea. And here it was King 
Rodrigo had causd the Enchanted 
Towcr to be open'd, whereof I have 
made mention in the beginning of this 
Hiſtory. 

Tariff having Encamp(4 all his Troops 
in the Neighbourhood, with intention 
to Beſiege it, the Chriſtians ſent to tell 
him, -That they had no thoughts of 
holding out ; and that, provided he 
would ſuffer them to enjoy peaceably 
what they had, and permit all thoſe 
that were ſc minded, ro go where they 
pleasd, with their Families, and all 
their Baggage, they would pay him all 
fort of Obedience, and would be as 
faithful to him, as they had thitherto 
been to their King. 


This 
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This General having expected to 
have met with fome oppoſition in tHis 
Place, was overjoyd it did not oblige - 
him to any ſtop; and ſwore folemnly 
in the Name of the Caliph Almanzor, 
his Maſter, for ever to obſerve the 
Conditions, on which they would put 
the Keys of fo great a Town into his 
hands. He would needs alfo, for the 
maintaining 1t 1n the ancient -Preroga- 
tive it had, of being the Capital City 
of ſo great a Kingdom, leave there, as 
Governour, one of his principal Ofh- 
cers, Call'd Mahomet Abenbamin, of the 
City of Damas, with the Quality of 
Vice-roy, and a Garriſon he judg'd con- 
ventent. 

It is a thing ſomewhat aſtoniſhing to 
be remark'd, that in near a hundred 
and forty miles march, made by theſe 
two Generals, ſtill skirting the Sea of 
the Levant, and drawing Northwards, 
they found not one living Soul *, till « zc4:1ur, 
they came to a Province call'd Arragoy, living 
in the midſt of which there is a City 
call'd Saragoza, where feveral Chriſtians 
had taken refuge, as well as in the 
Mountains next adjoyning, to ſhelter 
themſelves from the fury of the Moors. 

This City would needs ſtand out = 

| ; Al 
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Aſſault, that was bloody.; after which 
it Surrendred upon very advantageous 
terms. Thus they ſtaid there only the 
time requiſite for the ſettling, as Go- 


vernour of all that Province, a Captain | 


of great Reputation, born in Arabia, 
call'd 1ſmae! Abenhut ; and reſolved to 
uſh their Arms further , and even 
beyond the Mountains the Chri/?:ans 
call the Pyrenees, which ſeparate 
the Kingdom of Spain from that of 
France. 

They are very rugged and high ; 
and the Chriſtians were faid to' be re- 
tired thither, with a reſolution of ma- 
king a ſtout Defence. Nevertheleſs 


they advanced there about twenty || 


miles, without meeting with any Re- 
fiſtance ; infomuch that the Generals 
having made reflexion that their Ma- 
ſter having only given them order to 
Conquer Spazn, and France being a great 
Kingdom, wholly difterent, and wholly 
ſeparate, it would be exceeding. their 
Power, to puſh on their Invaſion upon 
it. And ſeeing their Troops wearied 
with fo long a March, and much dimi- 
niſhd by all the Garriſons they had been 
oblig'd to leave in the Towns they had 
taken; they reſolv'd to go no _— 
an 
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and remitting the Conqueſt of Praxce 
till another time, they thought it more 
convenient to return into Ca/tz/e, to give 
the neceſflary orders for the conſervation 
of what they had taken,and the reduci- 

on of what they had till left to take.

The March of the two Generals 
towards Valentia and Mura, 
and their Return to Cordoua. 


of E two Generals taking the 


Field again with their Forces, 
upon their departure from Arragoy, 
bent their march towards the £Zaf, 
and continued it without any ſtay, to 
a great Plain, in the midſt of which 
is a great City, enclosd with good 
Walls; whence you have a Proſpect 
of the Mediterranean Sea, that is but 
but four ſmall Leagues diſtant : All the 
Country adjacent is full of very delight- 
ful Gardens, Groves, and a world of 
Springs, Which form the fineſt Land- 


Skip imaginable. 
: Tariff, 
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Tariff, before he would begin the 
Siege, thought fittig to ſend to fum» 
mon the Inhabitants to Surrender, as 
all the other Cities of Spain had done ; 
in conſideration of which, he promis'd 


' to fuffer em to live in Peace, according

to their Law, and to hinder any 1njury 
from benig done them. But the Trum- 
peter coming near the City-gate, the 
Centinel that was upon the Wall, with- 


out hearkning to what he ſaid aloud, or 


imparting it to the Governour, let fly 3 
Bullet from a Stone-Bow at him, by 
which the Trumpeter perceiving him- 
ſelf wounded, without ſtaying any 
longer, came flying to the Camp. Ta- 
riff being provok'd at the little reggrd 
tkey had for a man that came from him, 
took this affair, not only: for a want - of 
reſpect * to him, but for an infraction 
of all the Laws of War, and the Right 
of Nations, and gave order for the 
Attacking the Town on all ſides. 

The next day the Governour, call'd 
Agros, having been inform'd of what 
the Centinel had done, was very much 
ſurpriz'd at this miſunderſtanding, and 
thought convenient to ſend to make 
his excuſe to Zariff, and propoſe to him 
at the ſame time a Truce for three 
| days; 
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days ; during which, they wou'd ſee 
'to contrive the means of making their 
Capitulation. 

The Envoy of Yalexce was kindly 
receiv'd by. the General. The Truce 
was granted, and the Hoſtages having 
been agreed on, he went out of the 
Town with full power to treat on 
the behalf of the Beſieged, and came 
to Zariff's Camp, with whom he a- 
greed to deliver him the Town, on 
| Condition, that all the Chri/tzans thar 
were minded to go thence, might have 
the freedom fo to do, with their 
Wives and Children, and all their 
Goods, to whatever place they ſhould 
pleaſe to chooſe. As alſo that all 
thoſe that would ſtay there, might da 
# without being injur'd in the leaſt. 
Tariff made no difficulty of granting” 
them all they demanded, and of pro- 
miſing to obſerve what he granted in 
the name of Almanzor his Maſter. In 
conſideration of which. he made his 
entrance into that Town, and there 
left as Governour one of his Captains, 
2 Native of Arabia Felix, nam'd 
Abubaxar Xandalg, whom he plac'd 
there with a numerous Garriſon, to 
curb not only that Town, but the 

whole 
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whole Province depending on 1f. 
After having thus ſettled matters 
at PValence, Tariff and Muca, having bent 
their march a little more towards the 
South, entred the Province, by the 
Spaniards call'd Martia ; where having 
met with no reſiſtance, they render'd 
themſelves Maſters of the Capital City, 
that goes by the ſame name. Finding 
it forſaken by the Inhabitants, and the 


Country very good, they reſolv'd up- 


on ſettling there a part of the Souldiers 
of their Army, for the re-peopling it, 
and therein to put as Governour, 
Abraham Alexandri, by Nation an Afri- 
can. Theſe two Armies being by theſe 
means reduc'd to a very ſcanty num- 
ber, and by leaving ſo many upon 
the way, both for Guarding and Popu- 
lating all the Towns where they had 


paſs'd, they return'd to Cordoua, to re- 


create themſelves after the fatigues of 


- this War. 


CHAP. 
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The Order that Tariff left in 
Spain, before his Departure 
thence. | 


H E Governour of Cordowa, 

| Abulxacim by name, knowing 
the coming of the two Generals, went 
out to meet them four Leagues from 
that Town, with all the Foot and Horſe 
in Arms he had, and accompanyd 
them in the Triumphant Entrance they 
made into that Place. During the 
abode they had occaſion to make 
there, to recover themſelves after the 
Hardſhips of ſo long and painful a 
War, they apply'd themſelves carefully 
to regulate the form of Government 
of the Countries they had Conquer'd. 


\ But above all things, they judgd it in _ 


no wiſe ſafe for them, to ſuffer the 
Chriſtians to remain Maſters of fo con- 
ſiderable a Town as Hiſpalis. I have 
noted in the beginning of this Hiſtory, 
that the Siege of this Town had not

been undertaken, for fear of bringing 
the Peſtilence into the Army: Where- 
fore a truſty man was ſent on purpoſe 
into thaſe parts, to ſee how matters 
ſtood ; who having brought word back, 
That the Contagion was there more 
rife than ever, and that an infinite 
number of Perſons dy'd of it, it was 
judg'd requiſite to leave it ſtill alone, 
and that it would be ſufficiently de- 
ſtroy'd by this Scourge of Heaven, 


without there being any need to infect 


it likewiſe with that of War. 

One thing on which they found 
themſelves oblig'd to think preferable 
to all others, was to recompence Count 
Fultan, for the great Services he had 
done to Yalid. They had promis'd 
him to cauſe his Caſtle of Alge/irees to 
be * Rebuilt, and to Repair and Re- 
eſtabliſh his other Lands and Lord- 
ſhips, that. had been ruind by the 
paſſage he had given through them, to 
all the Forces that came out of Africa 


into Spain, Inſfomuch that they causd 


great fumms of Money to be given 
him, and granted great Franchizes and 
Priviledges to all his Relations and 
Followers. Whereupon he took his 


leave of them, to repair home to ſet 
all 
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all things again to Rights, and injoy, if 
he could, the Sweets of the Revenge he 
had taken of D. Rodrigo. 

After this, they fell in good earneſt 
to conſider of regulating and policying 
their new Kingdom, and of re-popula- 
ting that great Country that was be- 
come a Deſert, by the flight of all the 
Inhabitants. Wherefore ſecing that 
the Moors they had left in Garriſon in 
the Cities and Burroughs where they 
had paſsd, had no Wives, tho they 
were all very Young, and that it was 
impofiible to furniſh them with 
enough from Africa, whence their Fa- 
thers and Mothers would never con- 
ſent to ſuffer them to depart ; they 
causd Proclamation to be made by 
ſound of Trumpet , throughout all 
Spain, That all the Chriſtian Women 
and Maidens, as well of the ancient 
Inhabitants, as of whatever Nation 
they were, that were willing to be 
Converted, and Marry themſelves to 
the Conquerours, ſhould enjoy the 
fame Priviledges and Prerogatives which 
they enjov'd before. They caus'd at 
the ſame time, another Declaration 
to be Pubkſhed in favour o: the 
Gentlemen, to whom they offer'd

the Dividend of the Conquer'd 
Lands. | 

This Publication in a ſhort time, 
either out of fear or intereſt, causd an 
infinite number of Chri({#/ans to change 
their Religion, and the Women and 
Maidens to reſolve upon matching 
themſelves with the Moors. At that 
time was it that the Arch-biſhop of 


Oppas, who had been General of Ro-. 


grigos Army, that Tariff had beaten 
and taken Priſoner in the ſecond Battel, 
that had been fought near the River 
Guadalcte, as 1 have faid ; and the 
Arch-biſhop Toriſo, a very near Rela- 
tion of that Unhappy King, abjur'd 
their Faith to * comply with Tariff and 
Muca. Theſe two new Moors, to 
manifeſt their Zeal, and acquire till 
more credit than they had with the 
Generals, repreſented to them, that 
to hinder the Chri/t;ans from revolting 
tor the future, or retrieving Courage 
with time, it was expedient through- 
ly to clear all the Mountains on the 
Leſt Hand of Arragon, inSpaniſh call'd 
B:ſcaye, ard the A4ſturies ; where they 
o1ve them notice that ſeveral Perſons 
of great Quality had made their Re- 
treat with a great number of Souldiers; 

| nay, 
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nay, and that there was at the head of 
them ſuch Perſons as were Princes of 
the Blood of Spazz, and D. Rodrizo's 
near Relations; without- which their 
Conqueſt would never be ſecure. 

This advice jump'd wholly with 
Tariffs ſence, who gave immediate 
order to a Tartar, a very good Officer, 
Abraham le Sujar: by name, to take 
ſix thouſand men of the Forces he had 
by him , and likewiſe to draw as ma- 
ny as he ſhould need out of the Garri- 
ſons of Caſtile, and to march with the _ 
two Renegado-Arch-biſhops, into the 
atore-mention'd Mountains. 

At that time a Young Prince, a Kinſ- 


: man of the K. D. Rodrigo, call'd Pelage, 
was retir'd thither with a good number 


of reſolute men, that were willing to 
follow his Fortune : and as he was 
brave, and pretended to the Crown, 
all the Chriſtzans that had taking retuge 
in the Mountains, had ele&ted him 


King ; and certainly he made himſelf

Whereupon 
theſe Arch-biſhops being come into the 
Country, and oftering to make this 
Propofal to Pelage, he was ſo provok'd 
at them, that he had them ſeiz'd on, 
and both thrown from off the top of 
a2 Rock, into a River that was at the 
bottom. And as he had firſt been in- 
form'd by them of the Scituation of 
Abraham's Camp, and the number of 
his Forces, he aſſembled what men he 


had, and went to attack them thar 


very ſame Night: And after havin 

defeated the greateſt part of the Moors, 
he return'd into the heart of the Moun» 
tains without any loſs. Abrahams not 
expecting this at all, and not feeing 


the return of the two Renegadoes he 


had brought along with him, fancy'd 
they had betray'd him; and with _ 
ES ew 
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few men he had left, without making 
any longer ſtay, he returnd with all 
expedition to Toledo, where he dy'd of 
Grief. 

Tariff was very much troubled at 4!fqr, 

this bad event ; but having not then 225: 
Troops ſufficient in one Body to go 
force the Aſturies, he contented him+ 
ſelf with leading upon the frontier the 
moft men he could, that fo he might 
hinder the Chriſt:ans of the Mountains, #@ 
from coming' to make Inroads upon 
the Moors, Then he refolv'd upon 
ſending to Almanzor, his Maſter, a very 
exact Relation of all he had thitherto 
done, with the ſtate of all things in 
Spain, and to ask what was his Pleaſure 
to have further done for his Service. 
As he was finiſhing his Diſpatches, he 
had a Letter brought him from Pelage; 
which Tranſlated out of Spaniſh into 
Arabick, 1s as follows.

to puniſh them, as I have done; and was 
content to ſignifie to thee at the ſame time, 
that tho thou haſt very unjuſtly, and by 
the ferce of thy Arms, feizd on a King- 
dom that appertains to me ; nevertheleſs,

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T hope, with the help of God, to regain 
it in ſpight of thee. But if it be not 
his will, I beſeech him to give me the 
Force and Courage to dye, I and mine, 
for the Tuſtice of my Cauſe, and for the 
Truth of our Paith, rather than to groan 
under the Crael Toak that thou would? 
impoſe upon us ; beſeeching him daily to 
grve affairs that current as 1 defire.

Spain # abſolutely conruerd and rang'd 
under your Obedienc* ; all the Nations 
have receivd the * Toak as far as their 
mighty high Mountains, by the Spaniards 
called the Pirenees, which parts their 
Kingdom from that of France. Aud 
there is nothing more to. conquer in all 
| Chat waſt extent of Land, bur a ſmall 
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corner of Earth, amid very rugged Moun- 

| tains, where ſome Chriſtians have taken 
refuge, that is of no great confideration, 
and a very great and Pepulous Town, 
called Hiſpalis, apox the Coaſts of the 
great Sea, for fear of introducing among 
your forces the Peſtilexce that rages in 
that place. TI have reflord to Count 
Julian all bis Lands, as you promisd 
him. T1 falute your Grandeur, and the 
Felicity of ſo many great ſucceſſes.

Muca, the Yice-roy of Africa, has 
rendred great ſervices in this Expedition, 
where he was ſeveral times in danger of 
loſing his Life ; inſomuch that he, doubt- 
leſs, merits a great Reward, and hopes it 
from your Goodneſs and Magnificence. 
May God heap his bleſſings daily upon you.

obey him in all things. + | 
Theſe two great Captains having re- 
ceiv'd this order, paſs'd both into Africa 
immediately after; whence Tariff went 
into Arabia, while Muca remain'd in his 
Government. . 


CH AP. 
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Cas? XVI. 


| Pelage takes the City of Gixa 
from the Moors, and burns it. 


Ince that Pelage had once vanquiſh'd 
the Moors, he did not doubt but 
that he could defend himſelf in his 
Mountains. All the Chri/tzans of the 
Neighbouring Provinces repaird to him 
after this Victory, flattering themſelves 
with the - hopes he might one day re- 
ſtore them to their Liberty. Till then 
they did not believe there to have been 
any place in all Spazz, where they could 
ſhelter themſelves from the fury of thoſe 
Conquerors, for as they had not any 
Retreat where they could be in ſafety, 
they ſuffer'd themſelves to be put into 
Fetters. But the young People, that 
had no Wives, aud were moſt proper 
for Warfare, began to make their 
Eſcapes, by little and little, out of the 
Moors hands ; and ſteal away by night 
into the Mountains, where Pelage had 
his abode, ſo to put themſelves under 


his 
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his ProteRtion. Inſomuch that in a 
ſhort time there was 2 pretty confide- 
rable Body of an Army aflembled. 
Whereſore ſeeing that General 4braham 
was Retreated into Caſtzle, he reſolv'd 
to make ſome attempt as night accrue 
to the Credit of his Party. 

With this Deſign, he' drew together 
the moſt men he could, and made up 
a body of fix thouſand men, with whom 
he came to a ſmall City, call'd Gixa by 
the Spantards, and by the Arabs after 
they had taken it, Tak/a. Wherefore 
having block'd it up with this ſmall 
Army, few Moors were there that 
expected to be beleaguer'd by Pelage, 
whom they did not think ſo hardy as 
to budge out of the Tenure where he 
had hold. Nevertheleſs they ſtood out 
ſo obſtinately with the Captain that 
commanded in the Place, that they 
all dyd bravely fighting, refuſing to 
liſten to any Capitulation. 

Pelage much fatisfy d with this ſmall 
Conqueſt, causd it to be fortity'd, 
left there as Governour one of his Cap- 
tains, call'd Manxzes, and retired with 


tis men into the heart of the Mountain, 


which the .Chriſtzans in their Tongue 
call Quiedo. Tariff was much afflicted 
at 
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at this bad fueceſs. He then perceiv'd 
that the Revegado-Biſhops had well ad- 
visd him, when they would have in- 
ducd him to have renderd himſelf 
maſter of that nook of Land ; where- 
fore imagining that ſome miſchief 
would come on't ; after having given 
order to the Froops that were in thoſe 
parts to be ready, and ſent word to 
Mahomet Abenramin, Governour of 
Toledo, to draw the moſt he could 
together. He alſo ſent him Troops 
| from him, under one of his Captains, 
call'd Abenhamza; who carry d him an 
order to attack Pelage. All their 
Troops being aſſembled, were found to 
make up a Body of twelve thouſand 
good men, With whom Abenramin 
bent his march towards the North. 
Pelage making no doubrotf getting the 
advantage this ſecond time as he had 
done the former, refolv'd upon waiting 
the coming of the Enemy in that Town 
he had newly conquer'd, with about 
8000 men he then had with him. 
While he was preparing to go re- 
ceive the Meors there, a Chriſtian Re- 
negado gave him notice that his Cap- 
tain Manuzes, had made an offer to 
Tariff of delivering up to hun _-=_ 
| | | IttC 
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little City ; nay, and to ſeize on his 
Perſon. Pelaze could not doubt of the 
truth of what he told him, when he 
had ſhew'd him a Letter he carry'd 
from that General to Manuzes, where- 
in was the whole train of the Conſpi- 
racy minuted againſt him. He high- 


ly entertain'd the Renegado; and after 


having made him a world of Preſents, 
he Jefired him, fince he expreſsd fo 
much defire to ſerve his Country, to 
return to the Moors Camp, to tell 
Abenramin that it was not yet time for 
him to advance, Pelage not being yet 
arrivd in the Town with all his 
Forces. 

The Renegado having accepted this 
Commiſſion, made that forged anſwer 


to Abenramin, who was very glad at 


it, and ſent him forthwith back to 
Gixa, to ſtay till the Prince was there 
arriv'd, and to bring him immediate 
word. But inſtead of going thither, 
he went to the Chriſtzans Camp. 
Pelage not loſing time, march'd all the 
night ; and being acquainted with the 
Country, -he arrivd at the Camp of 
the Moors, without they having the 
leaſt inckling of him, and attack'd 


them with ſo much vigour, that he 
killd 
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killd a very great number of them, 
and put all the reſt to flight ; obliging 
General Abenramin to Retreat in great 
diſorder. 

In this Attack the Moors loſt two 
thouſand men, and the Chriſtians 
about eight hundred. But Pelage 
fearing to ingage too far in the Battel 
with Abenramin, who had dobble the 
number of his men ; and who, after ha- 
| ving rally'd his Souldiers that had been 
takenunprovided, might ſurround him ; 
he made a haſty retreat to the Town 
of Gixa; where as ſoon as he was en- 
tred, he causd the Traytor Manuzes to 
be hang'd, and his Body burnt, Then | 
for fear the Moors might take that 
Town again , after having turn'd out 
all its Inhabitants, He ſet fire to'r, and 
 Retreated into the Mountains to de- 

fend their entrance againſt the Moors, 
by whom he was under fear of being 
purſu'd. | 

And indeed Abenramin follow'd Pe- 
lage at the heels ; ſo as that he arrivd 
at Gixa before the fire was quite extin- 
guiſhed. Whereupon having croſs'd it 
without making any ſtay, that he 
might endeavour to overtake Pelage, 


he found him poſted at the ſame Place 
TY K "WR 
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| where General Abraham was defeated. 
He found this Poſt too difficult to force, 
that he durſt not undertake it; for fear 
of not ſucceeding; and contenting 
himſelf with garniſhing well that fron- 
tier, he bent his march back to 7oledo 
with all his Army, being aſham'd at 
his having perform'd fo little in this 
Expedition. He fignify'd to 7ariff all 
that had paſsd, while he expected his 
orders, which he defired he would fend 
him; and this General fignify'd to him 
to ſeparate his Troops, and remain in 
his Government rill | farther order. 
This causd Abenramin »to diſmiſs his 
Army, and ſeek to recreate himſelf 
after the fatigues of this War. 


CHAP. 
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CH A P. XVII. 


The Unhappy end of Count Julian; 
of the Counteſs his Wife, and 
of Florinda his Daughter. 


Ount Fulian having taken leave of 
| the Mooriſh Generals, as has been 
faid in the former Chapter, aſſembled all 
his Adherents, as well Relations, as thoſe 
| that had follow'd his Fortune ; and ſeeing 
the bad condition the A4/gefires,and his o- 
ther Lands were in,he went to ſettle him-

His Iſland is Scituated under the 
Elevation of the Artzque Pole, 
from the Thirtieth to the Fiftieth 
Degree, on the North of thoſe King- 
doms of ' Africa, that are under my 
Government; and which are ſevered 
from it partly by the Mediterranean 
Sea, and partly by the great Oceaz. 
All this Country that we have Con- 
quer'd, contains about Eighteen Hun- 
dred Miles in Circumference; and 
ſtretches out into a Length, repreſent- 
ing the Figure of an Animal. The 
Climate is exempt from bad Vapours ; 
theAir is there everSerene and reſreſh'd 
by the Winds, which occaſions the 
People to be longLiv'd and veryHealth- 
ful ; the Plains are water'd with anInfini- 
ty of Springs that fall from the Rocks, 
whoſe Water is very ſubtile and well 
taſted. All theſe Waters collected 
from ſpace to ſpace, from NobleRivers, 
the moſt of which have their Courſe 
towards the Weſt, and fo go and diſem- 
bogue themſelves into the Oceay, tho 
there are ſome that fall into the Med:- 
terranean Sea ; and all of them furniſh 
the People with a World of Fiſh of a 


very 
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very good Taſte, and not Unhealthful. 
We ſee no Serpents there, nor any 
Wild Beaſts; there are no Leopards 
nor Lyons, Ounces or Griffns : And 
when any of thoſe Creatures have been 
ſometimes brought thither from other - 
Countries, they could not live. This 
occaſions the Country to be very Po- 
pulous, and that there are neither 
Lands nor Mountains altogetheruninha- * ue, 
bited *, Beſides this, there areall ſorts Vcſrr- 
of Fruits, as well in Winter as Sum- 
mer ; there being ſo many Trees in the 
Gardens, that they ſeem to be Forreſts, 
and ſuch Delicious Places, as ſeem to 
be a Terreſtial Paradice.

The In- Difcreti- 
habitants are all Cjoath'd in very Fine 9 
Woollen, are naturally Wiſe, and being 
addicted to War, they are curious of 
Horſes,

Divided. 


Horſes, and have ſuch as are very 
Vigorous. The Soyl produces good 
Bread and excellent Wine, and ſo great 
a quantity of Oyl, that there is ra- 
ther too much than too little. There 
grows all forts of Herbs and Pulſe ; 
and particularly, all Simples as are 
needful in Phyſick. They gather there 


Silk and Linnen in abundance, of 


which they make very fine Stuffs. 


There are Mines of Silver, of Copper, 


of Lead, of Iron, and Quick-filver : 
For as for Gold, I have not heard there 
was any. As there are many different 
Nations, there are alſo ſeveral ſorts 
of Tongues, that have not any Relati- 
on with ours. | 

This Peninſula confines upon France 
on the North, and is * ſeparated thence 


by very high and very rugged Moun- 


tains, by them calld the Pyrenees.

This Vice-roy, by an-exprels order 
he had receiv'd from Almanzor, of re- 
populating that great Kingdom, which 
he had confided to his Conduct, di- 
ſtr;buted with an admirable economy, 
throughout the Kingdom of Spazn theſe 
new Spaniards, according as they land- 
ed. The Governours, and Subordinate 
Commanders, gave afterwards ,in the 
Provinces and Cities, to each of thofe 
Families, Conquerd Lands, proporti- 
onably as they were convenient for 'em 
to live in, whereot he made particular 
Eſtates. And they had all fo great 
an application to this matter, and kept 


. ſuch good order, that this great extent 


of Land became in a ſhort ſpace more 
populous, and more cultivated, than it 
had ever been before ; and the new 
comers were ſo well accuſtomed with 
the Natives of the Country, that there 
teem'd not to be any difference among 
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'em, nor as ifany change had there hap- 
pend. 

Adilhar ſeeing ſo numerous a People 
under his ſway, and all the particular 
Governours ſo obedient to his will *, **-*n, 
thought himſelf in a poſture to make | obey 
ſome attempt for the {ervice of his Ma- 
ſter. He remembred that they had 
not dared to attack Hiſpalis, by reaſon 
of the Peſtilence that raged there when. 
the Generals went away ; and had in- 
formations that the Ch riſtians flocked 
thither from all patts, ſince its ceaſing 
For which reaſon, - having atfembled the 
greateſt number he could of Infantry 
and Cavalry, and made a Body of 
twelve thouſand Foot, and two thou- 
ſand Horſe ; he departed "ja Cordova, 
after having g Given all the ag FC= 
quiſite, and march'd d:redtly to Tilp.:- 
lis in the head of this Army ; ſmall in- 
deed, but very brave, and proviced 
with all things neceſſary * He ſtraig!tt- * 27.

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Threats, made no other anſwer, bur 
that they were reſolvd to defend the 
goodneis of their Cauſe to the laſt , 
and to be cut all in pieces, rather than 
{all uncer Slavery. 

After ſuch an Anſwer, Adzbar 
thought there was no farther parlying. 


On the morrow morning, he causd a 


molt furious Aſſault to be made : But as 
the Beſicged were well inform'd of the 


'manner with which the Moors had per- 


formd the Sieges of all the other 
Towns of Spain, they had made Pro- 
viſion of a world of Poſts of ſeveral 
taſhions, which they fill'd with boyling 
Oyl, Faniper and Feponbing and threw 
them upon the Beſiegers ; which burnt 
them alive, and incapacitated them 
trom fighting, by reaſon of the vio- 
lence of the pain they ſuffer'd. | 
 Aailtar confusd and vexd at the 
damage his men had receivd from 
the Beleaguer'd , without its being in 
his Power to do them any, caus'd the 
Rerreat to be ſounded, and his Troops 
put into Quarters, to ſee what he had 
todo: Hec had loſt four hundred men 
in this firſt Aſlault, and plainly per- 
ceivd, that as often as he employ'd 
force, there would be nothing to be 

; got, 
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got, Wherefore he imagin'd, that be- | 
ing Maſter of the Field, and having 
Vicuals abundance in his Army, whoſe | 
ſubſiſtance he could furniſh to as long 
as he plcasd, in the Neighbourhood 
of that Town, he could fo well block 
up the Avenues, that it ſhould be con- 
ſtrain'd to Surrender, without his fo 
much as loſing one man; he reſolv'd not 
to decamp thence till he had famiſh'd it. 

The Beleaguer'd gueſſing that the 
Moors had taken this courſe, ſince they 
had remained five and. twenty days to- 
gether, without continuing their at-.

them, when as they leaſt expected it.

Buſtle, as could make the Beſtegers

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them. To avoid the inconveniences 
that commonly happen in Engage- 
ments that are perform'd by Night, 
the Governour had orderd all thoſe 
that were commanded out upon that | 
Sally, to ceaſe fighting, and retire into 
the Town, as ſoon as he ſhould cauſe 
a Horn to be founded; whoſe ſound 
he had causd them to obſerve. Thus 
fearing they might engage too far-on 
the purſuit of the Moors, who might 
cut them off, he caus'd it to be ſound- 
ed, when he judg'd it convenient. - 

The Chriſtians had much ado to 
reſolve upon quitting the Engagement, 
being very much fleſh'd by the Moors, 
who gave way before them on all ſides, 
and were purſu'd by them with the 
Sword in their Reins : But at the long 
run, retiring by little and little, in the 
order thathad been preſcribd them, they 
re-entred the Town, where they were 
receiv'd with great Applauſes, by the 
Beleaguerd; who causd a world of 
Muſical Inſtruments to be ſounded, in 
token of Joy for fo great a Vidory. 

The Day being come, the ſlaughter 
the Chriſtians had made appear'd to 
Adilbar rauch greater than he had be-

him, after 7Zarif,, with ſo little pains, 
had taken all the reſt. He imagind 

*r74 All the Moors * murmurd at it, and 

Murmur, himſelf found that Almanzor could 

Scandal. not effectually call himſelf abſolute 
Maſter of that Country, as long as 
that Town was not under his Obedi- 
Ence. 

Wherefore having ſent for all the Gos» 
vernours of thoſe Provinces,and confer- 
red with them about the neceſſity, and 
the means for the reducing it ; he began 
to make greater Preparations than he 
had yet done; and having aſſembled 

| fifteen 
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fifteen thouſand Foot, and fifteen hun- 
dred Horſe, he took the Field in the 
beginning of the Spring *, of the 952h "Fe! 
Year of the Hegira, and march'd di- us 9g 
retly to Hiſpalis; in the Neigh- 
bourhood whereof, he lodg'd all his 
Troops. Es 

The tryal he had made in the firſt 
Siege, of the Valour and Induſtry. of 
the Beleaguerd, which had made him 
break up from thence, without having 
effected the leaſt, had renderd him 
wiſe; andas he was a good * Com- *Herba! 
mander, he had caus'd certain Chariots rar 
to be made, coverd with very thick for War. 
Boards, that ſo his Souldiers might, as 
under cover, fight ſhelter d, without 
any inconvenience from the Boylin 
Oyl, and all theother things, that the 
Chriſtzans might throw from oft their 
Walls. 

After having begun, by Summoning 
the Town again to Surrender, and re- 
ceiv'd thence as haughty an Anſwer as 
that he had before, the caus'd his cover'd 
Chariots to advance, with a multitude 
of Pioneers, ſuſtained by a good 
number of Souldiers, that he had 
plac'd underneath ; and having brought 
them near the Courtin. he had it un- 
; dermin'd 
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dermin'd in the Places he judg'd to 
be the weakeſt. | 

The Beleaguer'd ſeeing theſe Ma- 
chines, and dreading the cfivet of them, 
aſſembled to conſult about the moſt pro- 
per means to ſecure themſelves "wRa ſo

call'd Sarmato; being a Man of Wit 
and Reſolution, let them ſee that there 
was no occaſion for them to be alarm'd

different Attacks. 

Adilbar had not omitted! any one of 
the Precautions he could imagine, 
againſt all that the Beleaguerd could 
invent for their defence; and as he 
had causd to be made a kind of great 


very great Stones, he pointed them to 
the places -where they could do moſt 
miſchief; and making 'em mount 
upon his Chariots, he caus'd fo great a 
quantity of 'em to be-thrown, that 
tew places were there in the City , 
where the Chriftzans could be in 

ſafety. 
Sarmato ſeeing ſo many extraordinary 
means employ'd to attack him, fell _ 
ide 
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fide alſo to the contriving ſome for his 
Defence;and having caus'd the ſtrongeſt 
of the Inhabitants to aſſemble, with fit- 
ting Inſtruments for the removing the 
Earth, he causd. Ramparts ta be raisd, 
behind and within the Walls, that 
when even the Moors ſhould have effec- 
ed the making ſome Breaches therein, 
they might find 'em ſtopt with ſo much 


Earth, as that it would be impoſſible * 


for them to enter 'em. This wiſe Go- 
vernour, by this Precaution, put him- 
ſelt in a poſture of receiving no damage 
from all the Inventions of his Enemies : 
For there was already ſo much Earth 
behind the Wall, that when they had 
broken it, they would find they had 
got nothing by the bargain: Nay, 
and many had been cruſh'd to pieces 
by the great Stones the Chri/tians roll'd 
upon thoſe Chariots : And as for thoſe 
the Moors caus'd to be thrown into the 
Town, as thare ſtood Sentinels on the 
top of -the Towers, to give the Signal 
to the Inhabitants to make their eſcape, 
when they ſaw any coming, moſt com-

monly all their Machines were truit- - 


leſs. 
Adilbar being in Deſpondency at fo 
many ill ſucceſſes, retolv'd upon giving 
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a general Aſſault. While he was prepa- 
ring all his Forces for that purpoſe, 
and that the Scaling, Ladders were 
erected on one ſide, he causd his Cha- 
riots to take a great circuit towards 
the other end of the City, for the un- 
dermining the Wall at the ſame 
time. Whereupon, having given 
the Signal for the attack, at break 
of day, which he had choſen for 
that intent, the Beſiegers went on 
with an extraordinary fury, and the 
Beſieged ſuſtain'd it with great reſo- 


lution. 
The Moors in the mean while, ha- 


ving again chang'd their Chariots, and I 


faſtening upon part. of the Wall that 
was weaker than the reſt, made a great 
Breach, by which ſome enterd the 
Town; but Sarmato repairing in all 
haſt thither, with a great many Soul- 
diers, left them there not long ; and 
having drove them thenoe, causd that 
gap to be ſtopt up with a great quanti- 
ty of Earth : Certain it is, the Town 
had been taken, had he delay'd one mo- 
ment longer ; but the Night having 
put an end to the Conflict, Adz1bar 
found he had loſt five hundred men, 


whereas the Befieged had loſt but rwo 
hundred, 
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hundred : So great an oppoſition made - 
him take up again the Reſolution he 
took the time before, of ſtopping up 
all the Avenues of the Town, that fo 
the Chriſtians, being preſsd by hunger 
and thirſt, might be conſtrain'd to Sur- 
render. He remain'd there in this man- 
ner forty five days, after which, Sar- 
mato conſidering that 4di/bar might 
hold him block'd up in this manner, 
as much, and as long as he pleas'd, be- 
ing Maſter of the Field, from whence 
he might have all ſorts of Refreſh- 
ments ; he refolv'd upon going to at- 
| tack him in his Camp, as he had done 
the time before. 

Wherefore having aſſembled twelve 
hundred Foot, choice men, and a hun- 
dred Horſe, he causd them to Sally 
out at Mid-night, through a Poſtern- 
gate of the Town. The Moors having 
ſeen the Chriſtians had been ſo long 
without fighting, did not expect this 
ſudden Aſſault at all : By this means 
the Chriſtians killd a very great num- 
ber of them, and retired in good or- 
der, by favour of the night. Ad7/bar 
tearing the like accident to that which 
befell him in the former Siege, ſent 


a part of his Horſe to ſtop the Soul- 
_M ders 
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dicrs that were minded to purſue them ; 


inſomuch, that he found the next day - 
that he had loſt four hundred Foot, and fl , 
thirty Horſe, whereas there fell not . 
abovea hundred and fifty of the Chriſt; iſ 4 
ans, whom this General causd to be | .. 
Interr'd as well as the Moors, for fear n 


of their creating an Infeion in his 
Camp. 

The BeGteged were much fatisfy'd 
with the ſucceſs of this ſecond Sally: 
but in a ſhort time aſter, Adbar causd 
a ſecond aſlault ro be made, which 
was fo furious, that whatever re- 
ſiſtance they made, the Moors at length 
go4ind a Courtine. The Governour 
flying thither forthwith with a re-in- 
forcement of Souldiers, perform'd ſo 
well, that he at laſt drove the'Moors | þ

| his Officers, called Hal: Abenzainee, 
which afflicted him very much, and 
whom he caus'd tarefully to be dreſs'd, 
as well as all the reft; confirming 
himfelf in the firſt Reſolution he had 
taken, of having the Town by Fa- 
mine. 

The Beſieged fearing to want Vidtu- 
_ als, that they might precaution them- 
ſelves before-hand, with the remedies 
neceſlary againſt the miſchief where- 
with they were threatned, had causd 
very deep * Canals to be made, from « j,,,;,. 
the Weſtern Gate of their Town to a Dirches, 
great River, that pafling. very near 
their Walls, falls afterwards into the 
Sea. By the means of theſe Canals, 
they went into the River with great 
Boats ; and theſe Canals being Forti- 
fy'd all along with good Trenches, 
inſormuch that the Cavalry could not 
do them any miſchief , there came to 
them, from time to time, Victuals 
from the Mountains of a certain Coun-- 
try, calld Biſcaya : Theſe Canals were 
a very great help to the Beſieged ; for 
beſides their having by this means all 
things brought them, the Water of 
the River ſervd them for a thouſand 


conveniences. 
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Adilbar having not then any Ships | 


to hinder the Chriſt;ans from having 
every moment all neeeſlaries, was very 
much at a loſs, and was loath to re- 
ſolve upon raiſing the Siege once again: 
When news was brought him of the 
revolt of the Governour of Yalence, 
call'd Abubaber el Handali, and of the 
Inroads he made into the Neighbour- 
ing Provinces of that Kingdom. 

So urgent an evil, and which he ſaw 
himſelf indiſpenſably oblig'd forthwith 
to remedy, made him preſently raiſe 
the Siege, and march long days jour- 
neys to Cordeua;. Which the Chriſti 
ans of Hiſpalis were very glad of.

He great Siege, wherein Abuba- 

her el Handali, Governour of 
Valence, ſaw Adilbar engag'd in, had

In this Defgn, \ 
having gain'd all the Governours of 
the ſmaller Cities, and all the Martial 
Men under his Authority, he would 
needs caſt off the Yalid's Oath ; and 
having brought a ſmall Army on Foot, 
he began to make Incurſions into the 
Neighbourhood, that he might by 
force oblige all the People there- 
abouts to obey him as their Soveraign 
Lord. | 
Adilbar being inform'd of theſe 
Tranſactions, as [ faid in the foregoing 
Chapter; . causd a new Army to al- 
ſemble, of ten thouſand Foot, and

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eight hundred Horſe; and with 
thefe Forces, croffing the Ingt; Moun« 
tains that are on the South, he arrivd 
at the City of Murcia; to whoſe foot 
extends the Government of PYalexce; 
Abraham Eſcalatari was then Gover- | 
nour of the Place, who being in- | 
formd of Adilbar's march againſt Abu- | 
baher, had got ready a Magazine of 
Proviſions, to diſtribute them, as he | 
did among his Souldiers : And having | 
join'd him with all the men he had, |

The Rebel ſeeing ſogreat an Army 
coming againſt him, and having no | 
place of ſafety whether to Retire, ) 
thought it much better to try the for- | 
tune of a Battel, and win it, or dye | 
like a Man of Courage, than go baſely | 
yield himſelf up. Having inſpired |! 
the fame reſolution into the minds of ! 
his Adherents, and diſpos'd them into | 
the beſt order he could, as ſoon as | 
Adilbar had ſet footing in his Govern- | 
ment, he went to meet him; and in | 
that Battel, did all that could be done | 
by a good General, and good Souldier ; 
but being at laſt taken, and all his men 
defeated, Adilbar causd his Head to be

But at laſt, Abenbukars Troops 
being defeated, he'was taken generouſly 
fighting, and brought to Abraham, 
who, without ſaying a word to him, 
in the rage he was in, 'and without 
giving him time to ſpeak, or the Execu- 
tioner to come, he cut his Throat 
with his own hands, ſtriking him fo 
furious a blow with his Scimitar up- 


on the nape of his Neck, that he cut 


off his Head, which he causd to be 
put on the. top of a Pike, on the Gate 
of Damaſcus, He was not fatisfy'd 
with having himſelf perform'd the 
Execution, for having caus'd him to 
be fleed, he commanded the placing 
upon that ſame Gate that Wretches 
Skin, which he had causd to be fill'd 
with ſtraw ; and the like uſage did 
all thoſe meet with that had had a 
hand in this Rebellion. At length, 

| being 
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being grown weary of putting people 
to Death, and believing that Province 
abſolutely reducd, and ſufficiently 
chaſtiz'd, he left there as Goverrfour, 
a Captain, in whom he had great con- 
fidence, call'd Abencirix, and return'd 
to recreate himſelf at Court, where he 
was receiv'd by his Partizans with great 
Huzzahs, and mighty Exultation. 
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CHAP. XXV. 


King Aboulyalid aſſembles a 
great Army in Africa, and 
marches againft his Brother 
Abraham, gives him Battel, 
wherein his Brother is kill d. 


K ING Aboulvalid being retir'd to 
'\ Thunis, as T have before obſerv'd, 
labourd under great anxiety to ſee him- 
ſelf drove out of his Kingdom by his 
own Brother, and employ'd his 
thoughts wholly upon the means of 
being reveng'd. Mahomet Gilhair was 
no leſs concernd than this Unhappy 
Prince, conſidering him not barely as 
his Son-in-law, but as his own Son. 
Wherefore having reſolv'd on aſliſting 
him with all his might, he made 
great Levies thoughout the whole ex- 


tent of his Kingdom, gave Commilſii- 


ons to all the principal Perſons of his 
Court and Country, and fitted out a 


great Naval Army, which he had 


ſtor'd 
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ſtor'd with all the Proviſions neceſſary . 


for a great Embarkment. 

Aboulvalid did not forget himſelf on 
his ſide, and well percerving there was 
no man that could aſſiſt him more

AE having ſped ſo ill in the 
Siege of Ztiſpalis, he had receiv'd 
order from King A4boulvalid his Maſter, 
to go the: ſooneſt he could, to make

and where an infinite number of Chri/t;- 
ans were gone to find him, from all the 
corners of Spain, to ſave themſelves, 


with their Wives and Children, from

Whereupon, he ſent a Renegado-ſpy, 
to examine the ſtrength of thoſe Places 


where this Prince lurk'd, and to en- 


quire into the number of the Souldiers 
he had with him, and the world 
of People that had there taken re- 


tuge.

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The Renegado tcing entred into 
tlie Country, pretended to make his 
eſcape as well as the other Chriftzans, 
trom the Perſecution .of the Moors, and 
over-ran all the Mountains of Biſcaya, 
where he moſt carefully obſerv'd all he 
ſaw, in purſuance of the orders he had 
receiv'd trom Adil/bar : But when upon 
his departure thence again, he was 
brought before Pelage, by the Guards he 
hadplacdupon theFrontiers, having been 
taken for a ſpy as he really was; Pelage 
ask'd him a Thouſand Queſtions, but 
as he was cunning and crafty, he an- 
ſwerd verv pertinently, and without 
being at a loſs: Pelage nevertheleſs 
was not willing to let him go, and 
kept him ſome days in Prifon ; but at 
length, « finding nothing againſt him 
but a weak ſuſpicion, with which his 
Imagination had been poſleſs'd, he ſet 
him at liberty. 

After this, the Renegado took his 
time ſo well, that he found the means 
to get again to Cordoua, where he de- 
liver'd Adzlbar an account of all that 
had befaln him, and of all he had 
ſcen ; aſſuring him, that it was no dif- 
ficult matter to force the paſs of thoſe 
Mountains, that were guarded only

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by a ſmall handful of men, of little 
Courage 


Relation: refolv'd upon undertaking 
the War apainſt Pelage, well perceiving 
that if he had once reduc'd the Chri/t;- 
ans of that Canton, iſpalis would 
no longer put him in pain, the ſuccours 
thatTown had receiv d from Biſcayzha- 
vingoccaſion'd it's not being ſurrendred. 
Wherefore he prepard ſuddenly to be- 
ſiege it, as not believing thoſe Moun- 
tainers could reſiſt him long'; and 
flattering himſelf with the hopes of ren- 
dring Aboulvalid the abſolute Maſter 
of all Spain, as far as tie Pyrenear 
Mountains, that ſeparate it from Fraxce.

The Moors going about to mount, 
to get to that Mountains top, Pelage 

charg'd them with the ſmall Forces he 
had, but had quickly been overcome, 
had not the five hundred men that were 
hid in that Cavern, as I newly hinted, 
appeared in the nick behind the Ene- 
muies, put them into diſorder, kill'd a 
creat number of them, and put all the 
reſt to flight. 

That day ilar by computation 
loſt a thouſand men, beſides the great 
number of thoſe that were dangerouſly 
Wounded ; whereas the Chriſtians loft 
but tour hundred, | 

Pelage Rerreated forthwith, with all 
his Men, into the hallow of thoſe 
Mountains, to defend the Entrance of 
them, W ell knowing this to be the moſt 
important of all ; inſomuch, that A4di/- 
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bar inragd' at the loſs he had newly 


undergone; all the faults of which he 
refleted upon the Chri/t;an Renegado, 
who had deceiv'd him ; he ſent him to 


the Gallows. 


After having well examin'd the dif- 
ficulty there was in forcing ſuch nar- 
row and ſteep Paſlages, he found his 


g continuing any longer in that Country, 


would be only the loſing of time and 
men, and reſolv'd to put oft this Ente-- 
prize till another time, when as he 
might find an entrance more eaſie to 
force, than that trom whence he had 
been newly repulsd. Wherefore with-- 
out ſtaying there much longer, he re- 
turn'd into Andaloufta, where he dit- 
miſsd his Army, and ſet his thoughts 
wholly upon Regulating and Policying 
that Kingdom, while Pe/age and his 
People bleſs'd God for ſo favourable a 
ſucceſs, and were confirnvd in taeir 
opinion of thoſe Mountains, . being 


made in due manner for the putting a 


ſtop to the Conqueſts of the 21-ors, 
and ſerve for an A4zy/am and Retreat 
to the Chriſtians ; wheretore they us'd 
their utmoſt endeavours to fortify them 
to the beſt advantage.

Of the Death of the King of Thu- | 
mis, and of the great Wars | 
Aboulyalid was oblig'd to make | 
to render himſelf Maſter o that | 


Kingdom. 


*T- HE joy King Aboulvalid had 
for the victory he had gaind over 


his Brother Abraham, was quickly rut- | 


fled by the news he receiv'd in a little 
ſpace after, of the Death of his Father- 
in-law, Mabomet Gilhair. He left no 
other Children fave Queen Ombalair, 


wherefore he refolvd to ſend out of | 


hand to take poſſeſſion of ſo fine an In- 
heritance, for fear that if he deferr'd 
any longer, ſome change might - haps 
pen, as commonly does in ſuch occafi- 
ons: ſor fo ſolemn an Embaſly, he 
choſe one of his favourites, call'd Abul- 
 cacim Aben Marchan, who departed in 
creat haſte With all his Train, and was 
very kindly receiv'd by all hn Grandees 

of 
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of that Court, and Lodg'd in tlie De- 
ceaſed Kings Palace. - 

Having forthwith. conven'd all the 
Members of the Council of that King- 
dom, and having let them peruſe the 
Powers he had from Aboulvalid, in his 
Name to take Poſſeſſion of that State; 
they examin'd them, and having found 
them in the form they ought to be, 
King A4boulvalid was acknowledg'd and 
. declard King of that great Kingdom, 
and Abulcacim Aben Marchan Vice-roy 
in hisabſence. But as in all times, and 
all Countries, People there are Tran\- 
ported with a.defire of Ruling ; one of 
the Principal Governours was there of 
this ; who flattering himſelf with the 
. thought that being Mahomert Gilhairs 
near Relation, the Kingdom ought ra- 
ther to appertain to him, than to his 
Daughter, began under-hand to ſollicif 
all the Leading men and Governours, 
each 1n his turn, to aſſiſt him with his 
Forces. He repreſented to them, That 
being born in the Country, and with 
them brought up, and * the late Kings 
neareſt Relation, »the Crown belong'd 
to him, rather than to a Foreigner ; 
and had the knack ſo to coaks them 
with fine promiſes, that they at laſt re- 
folv'd 
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folv'd among themſelves for the moſt 
part, to throw off Aboulvalid's Yoak, 
and to place him in his ſtead upon the 
Throne. Hacan (ſo was this Captain 
call'd) wanting not courage;.zfor ſo no- 
ble an enterprize; having" aſſembled 
all the heads of his Party, entred by 
main force into the Palace, where 
Aben Marchan had his reſidence. This 
Vice-King diſtruſted nothing; but as 
ſoon as he had notice of fo very trea- 
cherous a deſign, having put himſelf 
upon his defence with what happen'd 
to be about him, he choſe rather to 
dye in defending himſelf generouſly, 
than to fall alive into the hands of the 
Revolted. Thus though they only 
really deſir'd to take him Priſoner, they 
killtd him, with all thoſe that were about 
him, without ſo much as one eſcaping. 

The rumour of this rifing being im- 
mediately ſpread, all thoſe of Hacar's 
Party proclaim'd him King, after the 
wonted manner, taking withal an Oath 
of Allegiance to lim: And this new 
King faild not at his acceſſion to the 
Crown, to beſtow favours upon all his 
Partizans, and to give, as all Uſurpers 
do, all the orders neceſlary for the ac- 
oe quiring of reputation *. 
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At that fame time, one Wedneſday 2 a 
evening, a very great Comet appeard 


upon the Horiſon ; about whoſe angle 
it took up towards the Eaſt : It was ac- 
company'd with very thick Clouds, 
extraordinary Winds, and pernicious 
Exhalations, and appeard for forty 
whole days together. This very much 
afirighting the gew King, he caus'd the 
Mathematicians and Aſtrologers of the 
Country to meet; who, after having 
very exactly examin'd - the Elevation 


. and Nature of this Comet, and the 


ſign in which it riſe, ſaid that it threat- 
ned the Kingdom with great Wars, and 
the Kings Perſon with an imminent 
Death. 

While they were ſtill making their 
Obſervations, a great Earthquake was 
felt,and being repeated to the eighth, or 
ninth time : and there aroſe ſo furious 
a ſtorm at Sea by the great Eaſtern 
Winds, that all the people of this Coun- 
try, thought that the end of the World 
was coming ; nay, they ſaid they had 
heard by night, ſtrange howlings in 
the Mountains, that ſeem'd to be roar- 
ing Lyons. But what moſt amaz'd 


and was moſt ftrange, was a Cloud 


that coming from the. Wef?, burſt up- 
| on 
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* Acain. 


on their heads, and rain'd a water of the 
colour of blood. The Earthquakes 1 
have newly mention'd, had topſy-tur- 
vyed ſome Houſes, and over-whelm'd 
whole Families uuder their ruines ; in- 
ſomuch, that not only the people, but 
the King himſelf was in a Conſterna- 
tion. 

Theſe ſurprizing ſigns of Heavens 
anger , were follow'd with a great 
ſcarcity of Corn, that famiſh'd to death 


ſeveral perſons, as alſo with certain- 


Contagious * Sores, that taking them 
in the Groyn, and behind the Ears, 
knock'd oft a very great number. 
Aboulvalid, whom *Hacans Rebelli- 
oR had very much inrag'd, ſeeing the 
people weary'd and ruind-by all the 
late Wars, was not in a very good po- 
ſture to undertake ſo great an one as 
this that fell upon his hands. He con- 
vend the Eſtates, where having expos'd 
the neceſſity he was under, to go re- 
duce under his obedience a Kingdom 
that ſo lawfully belongd to him; on 
the account of the Queen his Wife ; 
and having demanded of them ſuccours 
in Money, they anſwerd him that they 
ſhould not fail him in his need, but that 


it was requiſite firſt to know in what 


ſtate 
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ſtate the Kingdom of © 7hunzs was, and 
whether the Peſtilence that had already 
laſted two months was ceas'd ; the re- 
ſolution was taken that enquiry ſhould 
be made ; and the perſons ſent thither 
| brought word back, That: a world of 
d people was there dead of it, bur that 
, the contagion began to diminiſh. This 
. occaſiond the ——_—_ the preparati- 

ons for that War; inſomuch, that a 
great . number of ſtout Ships were fit- 
ted out for the taking on Board ſo great 
an Army, as was that then preparing 
to be embark'd in it, in the Spring in 
the Year following.

Muca 
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Muca having received the King his 
Maſters Orders, was overjoyd at the 
employment with which he honour'd 
him ; and having made Leavies through- 
out all his Kingdom, and heapd up 
all ſorts of Ammunition, as well for the 
Fleet he had fitted out, as for-his Land 
Army ; he embark'd with twenty 
thouſand very brick men, and made 
Sail towards the Levant, while the King 
was embark'd with twenty five thou- 
ſand Foot, and eight hundred Horſe, he 
had aſſembled in Arabia, and made Sail 
towards the Weſt ; inſomuch, that the 
two Armies join d happily in the Port 
of Capha. This fill'd this Prince full 
of joy, for he woud needs come in 
Perſon to this War, well perceiving 
that when he ſhould have reducd the 
Kingdom of 7Thanis, he was abſolute 
Maſſer of all Africa, from the Sea of 
the Levant, to that of the Ponax?. 
Wherefore having Landed at 7hunis, 
he found not any oppoſition at his de- 
ſcent, and had the means to marſhal 
both his Armies in Battekarray. 
Hacan being fully inform'd of theſe 
Warlike preparations, was extremely 
intimidated : Nevertheleſs, as he had 


been long prepard to maintain his 
P Uſurpation,

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Uſurpation, he. had affembled forty 
thouſand Foot, and eight thouſand 
Horfe ; with whom he went with 
great Refolution to meet Aboulvalid, 


and couragiouſly ſtood his coming in a

. reſolute: countenance, that there was Yf- 


large Plain, not far diftant from the 
Sea, and calld Falh Almaligue* ; where 
having drawn up his Army in Battalia, 
it began by two bodies of Horſe, that 
Skirmiſh'd for fome time before they 
ingag'd the reſt in the Battel, that laſt- 
ed all that day, from Three a Clock 
in the Afternoon, till Night *, that fe- 
parared the two Armies with the loſs 
of eight hundred Foot, and about. 
three hundred Horſe, on the Kings fide ; * 
and five hundred Foot, and four hun- 
dred Horſe on that of Hacer, with- 
out reckoning a number of Wounded; 
among others, one of Muca's Children, 
call'd 1ſmael/, had two thruſts with a 
Pike in his Thigh, for which Aboulvas 
lid was mach concern'd. But the Fa- 
ther ſeeing the Grief his Mafter thence 
receivd, told him with a very gay and 


not matter for ſo much trouble as his 
Majeſty expreſs'd ; neither he nor his 
Son being come thither to gain Riches, 
but to dye for his Seryice; and that 

thus, 
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thus, though his, Son ſhould not recover 


of his Wounds, the matter would be 


ſmall, fince he was only Born to dye: 
On the contrary, he ſhould hold his 
Death as well employ'd, becauſe he had 


firſt ſo well aveng'd it; and this was 


true, for he had kill'd with his own 
hand a very great number of the Ene- 
mies; and that day perform'd actions 
_ worthy of an Eternal memory. 

On the morrow, which was the 9th. 
of the Moon of 7aquel, in the hun- 
.dredth Year, the Battel renew'd at 
break of day, and laſted till Noon, 
when Hacan's Men began to Buckle, 
and were at length by dint of Sword 
defeated. Hacan ſeeing the flight of 
his Forces, ſought his fatety in gallop- 
ing after them. 

The King being entred into 7hunis, 
_ did not think he had gain'd an abſolute 


Vidory, unleſs he had Facan in his 


hands: So as that he forthwith ſent 
Foot and Horſe out on all ſides to feek 
him, promiſing them great rewards if 
they brought him to him. They 
ſought him ſo well, that the Dogs of 
a Flock of Sheep barking after him 
itt a Cave where he was hid, created 


a deſire in them to go thither, and 
F 2. occaſion'd 
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occaſion'd his beirg taken. He was 
immediately brought before 4boulvalid, 
to whom having given a great deal of 
ill language, as a deſperate man, «that 
faw there was no Remiſſion for him ; 
the King, that was otherwiſe very 
mild, was fo provok'd, that he causd 
him to be impal'd alive, and left him in 
that condition upon the Gate of the 
Town, where he languith'd five whole 
days ; at the end of which he dy'd a 
very cruel Death. All the Principal 
Leaders of this Rebellion were then 
Beheaded ; and one of the General 
Officers of the Army, calfd Abraham 
Hacen, was choſen to be Vice-roy of 
Thanis, in the room of Hacan the 
Rebel. | 
Aboulval:d having ſettled his Auth 
rity is that Country, and brought all 
things again into their Primitive order, 
#t torth again with his Army towards 
the Levant ; and being arriv'd at Carbal, 
where he was receiv'd with great Ac- 
clamations, the firſt thing he did, was 
to reward all the Principal men that 
had ſerv'd him in that War, and parti- 
-cularly Muca, whom he made of his 
high Council, and one of the Principal 
Miniſters of his State. Afrer this, 
with- 


without ſtaying longer in his Palace 
than was neceſſary to repoſe himſelf, 
he thought of raking a Pilgrimage to 
Mecque, whither he went with a part of 
his Court. 
Being on his return through the De- 
farts, there aroſe ſo furious a Wind, 
that removing whoſe Mountains of 
Sand from one ſide to another, as 
ſometime happens; it buryed above 
three hundred Perfons of his Retinue, 
that were found thus Interrd. alive, 
which much afflicted him. But having 
pafs'd them, at the long run he arriv'd 
in good health in Arab:za Felix, where 
he was receivd with great joy by all 
his Court, and thought in good earneft 
to recreate himſelf, after all the troubles 
he had thitherto undergone. 
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CHAPF. XAIX. 


The Oath of Allegiance which 
Aboulvalid cauſes the States 
70 take ts Jacob Almanzor 
his Son. ; 


HE Caliph thinking only now 

of leading a more calm and ſe- 
date lite, and conſidering that he had 
not any other Children than Fa- 
cob Almanzor Capable of ſucceeding 
him ; he was very willing to ſecure 
to him the Crown, before he was over- 
taken by Death, that regards Kings no 
more than other men. For which 
reaſon, after having conven all the 
Grandees of his Kingdom, a Morabzte, 
calld Mahomet Algaſel;, that was in 
great favour with tam, and whoſe ad- 
vice he demanded in things of the high- 
eſt importance; by his order made them 
a long Speech, on which he gave them 
to underſtand, the reaſon for which he 


had calld them together; which was 
to 
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to own Prince Facoh Almanzor for 


Lawful King of all his great Realms, 
after his Fathers Death. The States C7 
having declard, they all approv'd this & 


deſign, as a thing very advantageous to Throne. 


the good and profit of all the Nations. 
King Aboulvalid having one day put on 
his Royal Robes, fat in his Throne, and 
.caus'd Prince Facob Al;nanzor to ſit there 
with him, on his Right Hand ; and 
then all the Governours of the Places 
being preſent, Mahomert Algaſel: the 
Morabite, being ſeated on the Kings 
Leit Hand, roſe up and utter'd theic 
words, with a loud and intelligible 
voice: Gentlemen, Honour d Governours, 
Virtuous Lords, and all you here preſent ; 
King Aboulvalid wills and requires, that 
you own Prince Jacob Almanzor, bis Law- 
ful Son, who is here preſent, for abſolute 
Maſter of all his Realms, after his Death. 
Are you willing to make Oath to bim ar- 
cordingly; Fowhich they an{wer'd alou], 
 Tes, we are willing; Do then, reply'd 
Algaſeli, as a token of the Al!eziance you 
promiſe to him, and of the Poſſeſſion he 
from this preſent is going to take of the 
Crown, - all that the Ktng and I am go1n7 
to des. Then the King riſing, took his 


Son by the Hand, and ſeated him in. 
P 4 HS 
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his Throne ; and the Prince having 

taken the Right Hand of his Father, 

kiſsd it for a mark of his Obedience. 

The Father on his ſide, for a token of 
B44... the Bleſſing * he gave him, laid his 
on. Hand upon his Head; and alſo kiſſing 
his Sons Hand, ſat down by him on 

his Right Hand ; Algeſe!z the Morabite 

did the ſame, and fat down on his Lett; 

and after him all the Governonrs of the 
Provinces having alſo kiſsd his Hand ; 

an Alfaqui having brought the Alcoran, 
wraptupin a very rich ſtuff, and ha- 

ving laid it on the Table, Agaſel; the 
Morabite roſe up from his Seat, and 

lifting up his: voice, that he might be 

heard by the whole Aſſembly ; Ho- 

norable Governours, ſaid he, and Virtu- 

ous Knights, and alſo every one of you here 

preſent 3 Do not you ſwear aud promiſe by 

the Supreme Ged, and by all that is con- 

taind in this Book, to acknowledge and 

hold all ycur life long, Prince Jacob Al- 
manzor, for your King, aud Soveraign of 

all the Realms, as Son and Lawful Heir, 

and Succeſſour of King Aboulvalid Abe- 

nacer, his Father? And all having an- 

ſwer'd, Jes, we promiſe it: Let him then,

And the Morabite having ſaid, with an 
audible voice, That tor the folemnity 
of their Oath of Allegiance, all ſhould 
do the ſame as the King and he did. 
The King being got up, and having 
kiſsd the Alcorax, put it upon his Head, 
the Morabite, and al] the Chiefs and 
Governours did. the fame afterwards, 
each in their order. After which, 
the Morabite being got up from his 
Seat, and having addreſs'd his Speech 
to Prince Facob Almanzor ; Tour Celſi- 
tude, (aid he to him, do you not ſwear 
and promiſe by the moſt Great, and moſt 
High, and by all that is contain'd in this 
Book, in Quality of Kings, and Sove- 
raign of theſe Realms, to do Juſtice to

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Theſe three days that had been 
given to joy being. paſsd, the King 
causd the States to be held once 
again in his Palace, to confirm and 
ratify all that had been done ; and 


the Morabire opend the Seſlions in 


theſe terms. lluſtrious Captains, Ge- 


nerous Governours, Brave Cavaliers, 


that are here all preſent; do not you 
confirm and ratify the Oath of Allegi- 
ence, to Prince Jacob Almanzor, our 
Soveraign Lord, who is here preſent ? 
And all having anfwerd Tes; and 
ſaid expreſly, that they ratify 'd it. 
Let all, purſu'd he, for the concluſi- 
on of ſo ſolemn an Oath, do then, as

ing theſe words the King aroſe, 


and having taken the Alcorany, he 
kiſsd, it, and put it again upon the 
Table; he alſo took the Prince his

Boulvalid was much joy'd to ſee all 

his great Kingdoms in Peace, and 

all the Wars and Diſſentions he had 
been obligd to undergo, abſolutely 
ſtifled : But as the Wheel of Fortune 
turns continually, and there is no 
man upon Earth , that has a con- 
tinued. and an accomplith'd happi- 
neſs ; all Great, and all Mighty, as 
he was, he tryd it like other men : 
For he fell into fo obſtinate and fo 
violent a Feaver, that whatever care 
the greateſt and ableſt Phyſicians 
in the World took, that were at 
that time, they could not bring any 
Remedy to it. Wherefore this Prince 
ſeeing that all that was given _ 
| 
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did him more hurt than good , re- 
ſolv'd npon taking nothing at alt : 
And one day, in their preſence, and 
in that of the Principal Perſons of 
his Court, he ſaid, That he plainly 
perceiv'd it to be the Will of God, 
that he ſhould :dye of that illneſs ; 
that thus he thank'd them for all 
the pains they had thitherto ta- 
ken, and thar he had no longer 
any need of them. Then he dif 
miſs'd them, as well as all thoſe that 
were about his Bed, and ſent for 
Mahomet Algaſeli the Morabite, to con- 
fer with him upon all things, and 
to provide the beſt he could for the 
Government of the State, after his 
Death ; which was what put hint 
moſt in pam : For he plainly faw 


his Son! was as yet too Young, to 


be able to contain fo many Nattons 
in their Duty ; and that . it was ab- 
ſolutely requifite, ro give the Regen- 
cy of the State to ſome one, during 
his Minority. He was much at a 


lofs, how to determine on whom to 


pitch; but he and Algaſel; at laſt 
concluded, that there was not a 
man of more Ability, nor in whom 
more Confidence could be put, than 

Tel 
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in Mahomet Amcari; his very near 
Relation ; inſomuch, that having had 
him - call'd to him, to tell him the 
choice he had made of his Perſon; 
and Amcar: having made him a 
thouſand—Proteſtations of Acknow- 
tedgment and Fidelity, he nam'd him 
in his Jaſt Will and Teſtament , the 
Regent and Lieutenant-General of 
the Empire, till that his Son Ahman- 
zor Was at Ape to Govern. 

He livd but a very few days 
after having declard his Will in 
this manner. And as he had go- 
vern'd with much Lenity and Juſtice, 
his Funeral, that was perform'd 
with great ſtate, was accompany 'd 
with a real Mourning by all the 
People, and with fuch tears as de- 
parted from a down-right Aflidtion. 
Mahemet Amcar: having immediately 
taken upon him the management 
of Afﬀairs, the Queen Mother re- 
folvd to live retired, as being well 
becoming a Widow; and that ſhe 
might have the more care of her 
Son, and keep him in the greater 
ſecurity, withdrew to a Country 
Houſe, whither the Calzph Almanzor, 
her Father-it-law, formerly retired ; 
an 
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and . where there was all forts of 
Conveniences. 

Wherefore being gone thither to 
ſhur her ſelf up with all her Fa- 
mily, and that of the King her Son; 
Amcari ſeeing himſelf abſolute Maſter 
of the State, and obeyd by all the 
Governours of all the Realms that 
compoſe this great Empire, began to 
be ſenſible of the movements of 
Ambition, and the deſire of Reign- 
ing, that glides by little and little, 
like an Earth-worm, into the Hearts 
of all men; who from the nothing, 
wherein they were , ſee themſelves 
raisd up to Authority : For after 
having began to prick him on by 
little bites, they came at length to 


_ gnaw him all over. 


Having his mind poſleſsd with 
this thought, and only thinking of 
the means to bring it about, he 
thought it expedient to begin with 
gaining over the Principal men. of 
the Council and Army, and the Go- 
vernours. of the Towns and Pro- 
vinces ;. as thoſe that had all the 
Forces of the State in their hands. 


Wherefore he let not any occaſion . 


ſlip, of making them Preſents, _ 
0 
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of obliging them. When any of 
them dy'd, he only put in their 
place fuch people as of whom he 
was well aſſured *, and whom he 4%, 
thought would not fail him on oc- Pac. 
caſion ; and did this with ſo much 
diſſimulation , that as he ſpoke to 
no body of his deſign, nor did any 
body perceive it. . At length, having 
diſpos'd all things to his fancy; ha- 
ving reducd them to the point he 
judg'd proper for the Executing of 
his Treaſon, he, would needs com- 
municate his mind to one of his 
principal friends, whom he had 
made head. of the Council of War, 
calld Abes Culeyman ; who told 
him frankly, That fince he ask'd 
him his. advice, he found great in- 
conveniences, in undertaking a thing 
of that nature, as long as the Prince 
Facob Almanzor his Maſter was alive : 
For as: he was beloved by all his 
Fathers Creatures, there would be 
doubtleſs, many Governours that 
would declare for him;.. that this 
enterprize would ſeem very ſtrange 
to - the Arabians ; and that it would 
meet with great difficulties in the 
Provinces ; where, in imitation of him- 
; | ſelf, 
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ſelf, there would: not be a Gover: 
nour, but would make himfelf King, 
in the extent of his Government : 
Fhat thus, whereas all he intended 
to do, was only to augment his 
Authority, and be abſolute and in- 
dependant, he' would find himſelf 
abyſs'd, in the ſtormy Sea of Wars, 
which fuch an * over-turning' would 
jr occaſion ; and that after he had 

'thus Rioted rhe people , it would 

be no longer in his power to calm 

them : Theſe reaſons ſeem'd very 

pertinent to Mahomet Amcari; and 

as he had ever ſped in following the 

other Councils given him by Aber 

Culeyman, he plainly ſaw, that this 
he then gave him, departed from a 
| man, conſummated in the _ experi- 
i ence of State Aﬀairs : Wherefore he 
bethonght himſelf of an indubita» 
ble expedient, which was to rid 
himſelf of Prince Almanzor, He was 
reſolv'd - not to communicate this 
| thought to any other than the fame 
b | Aben Culeyman; but that Wife. Coun- 
| cellour {till endeavoured to divert 
him gently, and by the beſt reaſons 
he © could bethink himfelf 'of , from 
ſo. wicked a defign ; being in no 
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wiſe able to approve of ſo horrible 
a cruelty, and ſo baſe and black an 
ation. Nevertheleſs perceiving he 
could not root this intention out of 
his mind, he was furiouſly vexd ; 
and having at laſt reſolv'd upon ap- 
plying a fitting remedy , he thought 
it to be time to diſcover the ſecret 
of this Treaſon , to the Captain-Ge- 
neral, as to his beſt friend, and to 
the Prince his Maſters moſt Faith- 
ful Servant, Muca being much iur- 
prizzd at ſuch an infidelity, having 
confirmed his friend in the deſign 
he already had, of preventing ſo 
great a miſchief ; after having con- 
certed together what they had to do, 
and promisd one another the {tri&t- 
eſt ſecreſie, they reſolvd that A4ber 
Culeyman ſhould continue to put the 
Regent upon this matter, of which 
he made him the confident ; and 
that he ſhould endeavour to diſco- 
ver by what byaſs he pretended to 
bring about his deſign , that ſo they 
might by the fame means break all 
his meaſures. 
This being their reſult, Aber Cu- 
leyman happening to be with Amcar? 


alone, did not tail to put him upon 
Q 2 that 
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that Chapter; and the Regent ha- 


-ving told him, That finding the diffi- 


culties he had urg'd rational to all 
intents, he was reſfolv'd to. overcome 
them, by cauſing the Prince to be 
Poyſon'd ; after which all things 
would be eaſie to him : Abey Culey- 
man having to this made him anſwer, 


' That he. was in the right ; - and ha- 


ving much ado to entertain the 
vexation he had on this account, he 
left him as ſoon as he could, and 
went in all haſt to. inform Muca. 
Theſe two Truſty Servants, conſider- 
ing the blackneſs of the Regents

Ahomet Amcari, ſtill contriving 
to work the Princes Death, 
and ſeeking for that purpoſe, the 
ſafeſt and leaſt noifie means, causd

cuſtomary at certain times : And 
after having causd it to be well 
prepard, with a very ſubtile Poyſon, 
ſent it to the Prince, with a thou- 
ſand other very gallant, and very 
curious Preſents. 

All thote of the Queens Palace, 
ſeeing theſe Preſents untolded , were 
immedately tranſported with the 
beauty of that Veſtment ; all ſaying, 
That the Prince could not put on

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a finer : But the Queen being afraid 
of its being poyfan'd, would by no 
means | ſufter him to wear it that 
day, no not fo much as try'it: 
And the Night being come , to ſee 
if ſhe , had any reaſon to harbour 
ſuch apprehenſions, ſhe: had - it put 
upon 2_great Greyhound, that - was 
found dead on the morrow, his 
Skin all coverd with Sores. ” 

Mahomet's malice and deſign being 
then paſt all doubt, this. generous 
Princeſs being very Prudent , ;and 
having a Courage above her Sex; 
without making any noiſe of the 
thing ſhe had diſcoverd, or of the 
reſolution ſhe had taken in her 
mind to puniſh ſuch an attempt, 
ſent to tell Mahomet Amcari the 
Regent, That the Prince would be 
very glad to ſee him; and the al- 
ſo , to diſcourſe upon ſome mat- 
ters of conſequence. And knowing 
him to be upon the way thither, 
ſhe causd all her Guards to keep 
the entrance of the Gate, as if it 
were to do him honour ; but with 
order, That none of his ſhould be 
admitted in with him. As foan 


as he was entred, they ſeizd on 
| Q 4 his 
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his Perſon, and brought him into 
.the Queens preſence; who having 
reproach'd him with his perfidy , 
and told him how ſhe knew all his 
Treacherous deſign, ſhe had an Exe- 
| cutioner call'd in, whom fthe had 
£ ' at hand on purpoſe for his Execu- 
tion, and had his Throat cut into 
the Baſon of a Fountain that was: 
in the Caſtle: Then having causd 
his Body to be laid upon an Afs, 
3 had it carryd to Carbal, and fo 
\ through all the Streets of that Ci- 
3 ty, followd by the publick Criers, 
who by ſound of Trumpet ; Pro- 
1 claimed he was in that. condition, 
: | for having deſignd to Poylſoyn his 
! _ King, and ſeize on. the Crown; 
and after having left it in the pub- 
lick place, ſhe causd his Head to 
, be ſet upon the Gate of the Ci- 
: ty. 
| She did not . long defer coming 
to Carbal, with the Prince her Son; 
and entring the Palace, ſhe ſent im- 
mediately for the two Faithful 
Servants, who. had revealed to her 
this moſt Trayterous deſign; and 
told them, That the obligation 
ſhe lay under, for the Service on 
. ha 
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had both newly done: her, was fo 
great, - that ſhe knew ' not how to 
expreſs the acknowledgement ſhe 
bad of it ; -that the only reward 
proportionate toit; was the Regency 
of the State; that ſhe had | had 
a deſign to pive it to the one and- 
to the other: but that as this great 
Authority which they both equally 
deſerv'd, could not be divided, and 
that ſhe was afraid of offending 
one of the two, if ſhe gave it to 
the other, ſhe was refolv'd to Go» 
. vern the beſt ſhe could her ſelf, 
without giving any one that Ti- 
tle; but that ſhe would ever manage 
all things by their Councils, and ' 
that they ſhould ever be the firſt of 
the State after her. They were 
both very well fatisfyd with this 
reſolution; and News being come 
of a Party. that was framing in 
the Weft, the ſent them both, as 
thoſe in whom ſhe had moſt con- 
fidence ; namely, , Aben Culeyman 
. into the Kingdom 'of Thunis, and 
Muca into that of Morocco, with an 
abſolute Authority, there to contain 
the People in their Duty. Where- 


pon they both _ from yr 
a 
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bal, coverd with Honour and 
Teſtimonies of Eſteem and Aﬀecti- 
on, which the Queen and Prince 
gave them, and took . theiz way 
towards the Ponant , where they 
fafely arrivd; but in a ſhort while 
after, Aben Culeyman falling ill, dy'd 
on the way: Muce ſpent his time 
in ſetting things in order, in a 
Kingdom he had fo long fince left; 
—_ Queen Ombhalair remaind fole 
Regent. 
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CHAP. XXXIL

Ueen Omhalair made it the whole

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The Queen laid his Death fo to 


heart, that not being capable of re-

ceiving any Conſolation, or of * ſur- 


viving a Son, for whom ſhe had- 


ſo tender an afte&ion; ſhe fell into 
ſo great a Languiſhment, that? all 
the Remedies of the- Phyſicians 1n 
no wiſe. eaſing her Malady, ; ſhe 
dy'd fifteen days after him. 

Theſe two Deaths, ſo ſudden and 
ſo cloſe upon one another, occafion'd 
a mighty amazement in the Court, 
that was for ſome time in ſuch a 
ſurprize, that their whole diſcourſe 
was upon fſo extraordinary a thing. 
Butat length, coming to think that 
there was none left of the Race of 
the Almanzors, to whom the Crown 
appertained by Succeſſion; the- Lead- 
ing men of the Arabians, and the 
Governours of the Provinces, began 
to make their Cabals. One of them, 
calld Al; Abilhacheck, chancing to 
have more Friends than the reſt, 
causd himſelf himſelf to be Pro- 
claim'd Caliph; and after having 
caus'd an Oath - of Allegiance to be 
taken to him, and had his Corona- 
tion folemnizd with great Pomp, 
with the Solemnity, and the Merri- 

| ments 
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ments that are wont to be practic'd 
in . ſuch like occaſions; he began 
with rewarding thoſe that »raisd him 
to the place he held, giving them Go- 
vernments and Employs; inſomuch, 
that there was no body but on whom 
he conferr'd ſome favour : Beſides this, 
he apply'd himſelf in good earneſt to 
make regulations upon all abuſes that 
were introduc'd into the Government, 
and to do Juſtice to all thoſe that re- 
quir'd itof him, without making them 
wait ; infomuch that he acquird in a 
ſhort time not only a great Reputation, 
but alſo the friendſhip of all the people; 
they eſteemd themſelves very happy 
in being governd by ſo good a King.
